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CAPI. WEBB DROWNED 


LOST IN THE NIAGARA WHIRL- 
POOL RAPIDS. 

HE GOES SAFELY THROUGH THE BIG RAPIDS, 

BUT IS OVERCOME IN TUE WHIRLPOOL, 

THROWS UP HIS ARMS, AND DISAPPEARS. 


Borrato, July 24.—Capt. Webb, the 
champion swimmer, who successfully swam 
the British Channel, was drowned in the Whirl- 
pool Rapids, in the Niagara River, to-day. 
He came to this city last evening and spent 
the night in the Genesee House. At noon 
to-day he went to Niagara Falls with the 
avowed intention of swimming the Whirlpool 
Rapids. The announcement that he would 
undertake so perilous a feat was not 
credited, and very few persons paid 
any attention to it. There were no more 
visitors at the Falls than on ordinary days. 
Residents of the place scoffed at the 
idea that any man would throw his 
life away in sucha manner. The appearance 
of Cupt. Webb at the Falls, however, finally 
aroused some local curiosity, and when 
it was given out tnat he would make 
the plunge at 4 o’clock people began to 
follow his movements. He paid no heed 
to warnings of danger, and very coolly and 
in few words declared his perfect ability 
to swim the rapids in safety. Shortly be- 
fore 4 o’clock he descended to the 
ferry below the falis and en- 
gaged the ferryman to row him as 
far down the stream as he dared to go, 
then started toward the railroad suspension 
bridge, which is about two miles from 
the Falls, and proceeded something more 
than half this disiance when the ferry- 
man said he could go no further, the 
current was becoming too powerful 
and the situation too dangerous. Capt. 
Webb then stripped off his clothing re- 
taining nothing but a breech-cloth, 


and dived into the river, but ap- 
peared promptly on the surface. This was 
at 4:02 o'clock, and it is estimated that about 
500 ons saw the start. People who 
have visited the falls and the rapids 
below will remember that the river becomes 
narrow as weil as terribly swift. At the 
bridge it is about 350%feet wide. 

Below it is still narrower. in the middle 
the stream is terribly swift. At the edge the 
current is checked by friction with the banks, 
and the effect is to force the stream up, mak- 
ing it highest in the middle. No one can look 
at it and not shudder at the thought of 
a human being struggling in it. It is fright- 
ful to look upon. A stick thrown into the 
stream is borne along almost with the swift- 
ness of a cannon-shot, but when the rapids are 
reached it disappears. 

Capt. Webb started nearly in the mid- 
dle of the stream, and kept near the mid- 
die. He had looked the situation over 
beforehand, and had evidently regarded that 
as his only safety. He was carried along 
apparently with perfect ease, but no one could 
tell what difficulties he encountered. Occa- 
sionally be would disappear, going usrder the 
water, and a few seconds later be seen on the 
surface again a long distance below where he 
went under so swiftly did the current carry 
him on. When the first rapids were reached 
he was watched by the spectators with the 
most intense anxiety. e went under, 
but seemed to be out of sight but a single 
instant and reappeared again and passed on 
as before. It impossible to follow the 
bank below the bri and the specta- 
tors may only visit it at different points 
where stairways and descending cars have 
been constructed for their accommodation. 
When the Captain was started, therefore, 
many people hastened to the first Whiripool 
Repids and were on the river bank to soe bien 
ome These rapids are at the very neck of the 

‘hirlpool itself, and nearly a mile below the 
bridge. The river is but 220 feet wide, and 
rushes violently on. Those waiting near 
this point saw the swimmer approach, 
in what condition it was impossible 
tosay. If alive, however, he must have been 
completely exhausted. On reaching the rape 
ids the water necessarily swept over him as at 
the rapids above, but he did not appear at the 
surface again. 

The excited spectators watched in breath- 
less suspense. They looked below, to the 
sides, and all about, but could see no signs of 
him. They rusbed down the river bank as far 
as they could go, butsaw nothing of the strong 
swimmer. They looked at each other, and 
sald: “The man is lost.” Capt. Webb 
was drowned. The hour was 4:19, 
just 17 minutes having elapsed after 
bis dive from the boat. The spectators 
went 'o the Whirlpool and strained their eyes 
in looking for the body of the swimmer. Some 
of gery thought they saw it, but no one was 
sure of it. Capt. Webb’s manager and a party 
of friends, after looking in vain for signs of 
the body in the Whirpool, took carriages 
and drove to Queenston, the place on the 
Canada side where the river empties into Lake 
Ontario. There they took a boat and 
went as far up the river as possible, search- 
ing for the body. They returned to 
Niagara Falls, knowing nothing beyond the 
fact that Capt. Webb had disappeared in 
the first Whirlpool Rapids and had not 
been certainly seen again. That he is 
dead, 110 one doubts, as bodies which go over 
the Falis often float for days in the Whirlpool. 
It is quite possible that Capt. Webb’s body is 
now there, and that within a day or two it 
may be «iiscovered, 

Capt. Webb was a native of Colebrookdale, 
Shropshire, Engiand, where he was born 35 
years ago. His father was a_ pbysi- 
tian. In early life he shipped on a 

coaster, and after becoming an able seaman 
entered the merchant service, making several 
trips between this City and Liverpool as chief 
mate of a packet. He subsequently became 
master of a vessel, and it is related of him that 
bis sailors could never be induced to take 
a second voyage with bim, because of 
bis recklessness and absolute want of 
anvthing akin to fear. He was first 
brought to public notice in April, 1872. 
He was at that time a passengeron the Cunard 
steamer Kussia, from Liverpool to this 
City. A seaman named Wood fell over- 
board and Capt. Webb sprang from 
the vess-l to his rescue. The _ sailor 
was drowned, Capt. Webb wasin the water 
35 minutes before the vessel was turned 
back after him, and he was picked 
ap some minutes later not at all 
exhausted from his longswim. For this act 
the passengers presented him with £10), and 
ge was given silver medals by the Liverpool 
and Koyal Humane Life-saving Societies. The 
rst gold medal awarded by the latter society 
was presented to him, the Duke of Edinburgh 
making the presentation speech. He made his 
first public appearance as a professional swim- 
mer in July, 1875. On the3a of that month 
he swam a distance of 20 miles in the Thames 
River in 4 hours and 53 minutes. On July 20 
of the same year he swam from Dover 
to Ramsgate, a distance of 20 miles, in 
8 hours and 45 minutes, He swam across 
the English Channel on August 25 of the 
same vear from Dover to Calais. This feat 
was his greatest and was heraided the world 
over. After this the Twenty-fourth Regi- 
ment British Infantry, which was afterward 
almost innibilated in the Zulu war. pre- 
tented him with a handsome Burmese 
tup. He has visited this country sev- 

eal times. On Aug. 13, 1879, he swam 

from Sandy Hook to Manhattan Beach 

Coney Island, a distance in line of 10 miles. 

Owing to the tides and the fact that his contract 

would not permit him to land at the island 

before 5 P. M., te was in the water eigbt hours 

and swam in all about 16 miles. July 1, 1852, 

he defeated George H. Wade, of Brook- 

lyn. 40 yards and 1 winute in a 

five-mile swim off Brighton Beach. On 

the night of Saturday, Oct. 13, 1882, he com- 
eee his great feat of endurance, remaining 

n the water, in a tank, for 128% hours, eating 
and sleeping in the water, and leaving it only 
15 minutes at the close of each 24 bours. 
Capt. Webb was 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
weighed about 2) pounds, had a 
well-knit frame, and measured 40% inches 
around his chest. Ho had a ruddy, 
open countenance, his features being expressive 
of determiuation and pluck. He was a very 
quiet and unobtrusive man and popular with 
those why could cet tu kuow hing,

AN 1OWA MURDERER LYNCHED. 


HARDY HANGED AND 8HOT AT HARLAN BY A 
MOB FROM NEIGHBORING TOWNS. 

Des Mornes, Iowa, July 24.—Hardy, the 
Polk City murderer, was taken from the jail at 
Harlan and hanged by a party of about 50 masked 
men at 8 o'clock tnis morning. Themob came 
from the direction of Marne. They tied their 
horses in a grove about a mile from the town, and 
came in regular order with rope, arms, and sledges. 
They bound Jailer Watkins and forced bis wife to 
give up the keys of the jail. Then the crowd un- 
locked the door of the cell where the murderer 
was confined, took him out, and hanged him. 
While be was hanging they shot him, and after- 
ward took his body down and threw it into the 
river. After wreaking their vengeance the mob 
dispersed quietly. Sheriff Chatbourne recovered 
Hardy's body. An inquest will be held. 

The editor of the Harlan Repudlican, who 
was awake and who immediately left 
his room, well assured what was on foot, 
gives the following account of tthe af- 


fair: About 10 o’clock Mrs. Walkivs thought 
she heard some one prowling round the jail, and 
Deputy Sneriff George Bennett and Walkins went 
on a search, but discovered nothing; went to 
rest again, but about 2 o’clock the jail was sur- 
rourtded by a body of masked men numbering 
about 80, who entered the jail. Overpowering 
Walkins, they tied him with a cord. They 
then took the keys from Mrs. Walkins and opened 
the cell in which the prisoner was and 
took him out, little noise being made. Deputy 
Bennett was corraled up stairs, Dut as soon as the 
mob went off with the prisoner he fired several 
shots, which aroused the neighbors. Henry Ash, the 
night-watchman, rang the fire-bell, which brought 
out a crowd of men who generally seemed be- 
wildered. The mob, with Hardy, in the mean- 
time rapidly made their way toward the 
bridge across the Botna, by Jadge 
Chatburn’s mill, a few squares away. They prob- 
ably thought of hanging Hardy on the way 
down, for a large tree in front of Mr. Hara- 
man's house was broken down, and about half 
of them stopped by the tree while the rest went 
toward the jail. Then those who went away came 
back, and the whole crowd started to- 
ward the jail. Passing Judge Chatburn’s 
house they did not waken any one until they be- 
gan firing shots near and on the bridge. That 
aroused the occupants of Chatburn’s house, who 
speedily got up, buat before they could see 
anything the mob had completed their work and 
gone. Tbe writer was awake when the firing 
began and heard —_— shot, of which 
there were nearly a hundred. We went 
out investigating before the fire - bell 
rang and hurried to the bridge, which we rightly 
supposed to be the scene of the tragedy, 
accompanied by about 150 persons, but 
no trace of the mob or the prisoner 
was to be seen, and a few persons who 
were there in attendance turned back, 
saying that Hardy was not to be found. It 
was soon surmised that be had either been 
shot or hanged and thrown into the water 
and probably floated down stream, J. H. Weeks, 
divesting himself of his ciothes, waded two 
or three times across the stream below 
the bridge without result. He soon exclaimed 
‘Here he is.” The spectators made a rush for 
the east side, and the writer, with Sheriff 
Chatham, drew the body out of the water, 
and with the help of others, carried it up 
the bank. Hardy's hands were found to be tied 
behind him with a strong cord; a rope had 
been around his neck, leaving its mark plain- 
ly, and his neck was also broken. Eleven 
shots had been fired into his boay, 10 of which 
went into his back between his shoulders, and one 
went into bis breast near the heart. It can- 
not be told whether he was first shot 
and then hanged, or vice versa; but certain it is 
that the job was done with a vengeance. The 
corpse presented a ghastly and _ horrible 
sight when dragged out, and the set teeth 
and contorted features bore evidence to 
the agony he must have endured while on the way 
to the seene of the execution. The prisoner 
was dressed in his shirt, trousers, and 
a pair of socks. The rope with which 
his hands were tied is about three feet long. 
Persons who heard the mob ong 3 on 
the way to the bridge say they heard 
Hardy’s voice pleading for mercy, and they 
heard men speak of dragging him. The perpe- 
trators were undoubtedly men from Maine and 
+ ea and perhaps there were some from Polk 
nity. 


DR. RAUOCH’S FEARS. 


HE THINKS IT WISE TO TAKE PRECAUTIONS 
AGAINST CHOLERA. 

CuicaGco, July 24.—Dr. J. H. Rauch, Sec- 
retary of the State Board of Health, arrived 
in this eity to-day direst from New-Or- 
leans. Dr. Rauch is the executive officer of 
the Sanitary Council of the Mississippi 
Valley, a volunteer association of the health au- 
thorities of 15 States, including Illinois, Missouri, 


Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas, and Missis- 
sivpi, which aims in ai general way to 
carry on the work of the now practically 
dead National Board of Health in preventing 
the spread of contagious diseases. To a 
reporter he said: “i see by this morn- 
ing'’s dispatches that the Louisiana authorities 
have ordered those yellow fever ships to 
Ship Island, which is just what we wanted them 
todo. The New-Orleans Cotton Exchange started 
the move, and the board appears to have complied 
with the Cotton Exchange's demand.” 
* Have you any fears of acbolera visitation?” 
“Cholera already exists in Mexico, although 
the very meagre reports we get 
is difficult, if not mpossible, to 
whetber it is genuine oholera’ or 
l apprehend more danger, however. 
from New-York. I had hoped we would escape 
cholera, and we may yet, aithough I don’t like 
the way it was managed in Egypt. I still 
think the probabilities are that the European 
Governments will be able to cheek it, although 
it will not do to depend upon anything of 
that kind. We have got to take all the neces- 
sary precautions bere, and ovrepare for it 
justas if we expected it.. It won't do any burt to 
clean up, any way, and the States which suffered 
so last Spring and only a few weeks ago from the 
floods have been and are quietly doing that, in 
accordanee with the sugvestions of the Council.” 


THE YELLOW FEVER. 


PRECAUTIONS PROPOSED BY NEW-ORLEANS 
COMMERCIAL BODIES, 

NEw-ORLEANS, July 24.—The various com- 
mercial bodies of this city a few days ago adopted 
the following resolution, which was last night ap- 
proved by the Board of Health and forwarded to 
Gov. McEnery: 

Kesolved, That the Board of Health be requested to 

tition the Governor of the stateof Louisiana to 

ave ail infectea vessels now in the watersof the State 
removed outofr the same, and that he issue his proc- 
lamation that henceforth no vessei from any infected 
port be permitted to enrer the waters of the State. 

Dr. Formento then offered the following resolu- 
tions, which were unanimously adopted. 

Whereas, There is danger of yellow fever being tn- 
troduced into New-Orleans through unrestricted com- 
munication between Ship [sland and the coast of the 
btate of Missisaippl; 

lreso'ved, That the Governor of Louisiana he re- 
Quested to cali the attention of the Governor of Mis- 
sissippi to this fact, and urge him to take stringent 
qeensures to pul @ stop to this dangerous intercourse;

Resolved, That the general Government be reauest- 
ed through the proper authority to order that no vom- 
munication shouid be held between Ship Island and 
the Mississippi coast. 

In the recent controversy growing out of the use 
of the steam launch at the Mississippi Quarantine 
Station, formerly used by the National Board of 
Health, and now held and used by Dr. Patton in 
the interest of the Sanitary Association of the 
Mississippi Valley, Secretary Folger has instructed 
Collector Bodget to take charge of the launch, as 
the Government does not recognize the Sanitary 
Association.

SIXTY-FIVE LIVES LOST 


A TERRIBLE CALAMITY AT TIVOLI, 
NEAR BALTIMORE. 

A WHARF GIVES WAY IN THE NIGHT WHILE 
CROWDED WITH PLEASURE-SEEKERS— 
NEARLY 70 PERSONS LOSE THEIR LIVES. 

Battimore, July 24.—Not since the 
blowing up of the steamer Medora in the har- 
bor of Baltimore has this city been visited by 
such a dire calamity as that of last night, when 
nearly 70 lives were lost by the giving away of 
the pier on North Point, Tivoli, an excursion 
resort about 13 miles from the city. Under 
the auspices of a beneficial society connected 
with the Corpus Christi Roman Catholic 


‘Church an annual excursion was given, which 


was attended by over 1,000 persons. The 
barge Cockade City made three trips to the 
Point, taking down and bringing back pas- 
sengers. At 9 o’clock she arrived at the wharf 
for her last complement. Pretty well tired out, 
and anxious to secure good seats, the people 
made a rush to get on board as soon as the 
barge made fast to the pier, and fully 200 
crowded upon the narrow pier. The Rev. W. 
E. Starr, Pastor of the church, who accom- 
panied the excursionists, and the gate-keepers 
vainly requested the people again and again 
to keep back, but as usual in such cases, their 
cautions were not regarded, and merrily, hap- 
pily, and with no dire forebodings that death 
was so near, the throng pressed forward to 
their fate. 

Suddenly a crash was heard, and in an in- 
stant the end of the pier was seen to give way, 
and a wild cry of agony was heard from the 
unfortunate persons who went down into the 
water with the débris of the wharf. This wild 
cry was repeated from their relatives and 
friends who were at the grove, and who 
paused in the sports in which they were en- 
gaged, horrified at the fearful spectacle pre- 
sented to them. Most of those on the broken 
pier were young persons. A number were 
rendered unconscious by injuries from the tim- 
bers of the pier, and others from fright, but 
there was a large portion of those thus thrown 
into the water who struggled desperately for 
their lives. Many sank into the water from 
exhaustion. Others were pulled down by those 
who were drowning, while by the efforts of 
their friends a large proportion were rescued 
and brought safely to land. 

In tne meantime efforts to rescue the drown- 
ing persons were being made by a few brave 
young men, and a number of dead bodies and 
persons who were well-nigh dead were brought 
up and laid dripping on the wharf. One young 
man, Herman Walters, taking off his outer 
clothing gave the garments to the priest to 
hold, and jumping overboard saved eight per- 
sons. Inspired by this young man’s heroism 
several others followed his example, and quite 
a number were thus saved. The moon had 
not yet risen, and the work of rescue pro- 
gressed under the fitful light of a few lanterns 
which had been brought from the boat and 
grounds. A number of bonfires were started 
on the shore to allow those who had been res- 
cued to dry their clothing, and these lent a 
weird and ghastly light to the scene. 

According to the statement of an eye-wit- 
ness the scene bafiied description. Men and 
women were shrieking and yelling and chil- 
dren crying, while from the dark abyss below 
the most heartrending cries were heard, only 
to end in gurgling sounds as the helpless be- 
ings succumbed to the cruel waters. ‘Then en- 
sued a scene of indescribable confusion. Stools, 
pieces of plank, everything available, were 
thrown into the water, right in the midst of 
the struggling mass, until it became evident 
that some who might be saved from death by 
drowning would become victims of the heed- 
lessness of those who, with the best inten- 
tions but very p»or judgment, were casting 
the heavy articles into the water. Father 
Starr tried his utmost to calm the tumult, 
but he might as well have tried 
to stop the earth from revolving. ‘hose who 
were safe had suddenly conceived the idea that 
the boat was unsafe and refused to go on board. 
Nearly half of the excursionists passed the 
night around the blazing fires on the shore, 
where the shivering survivors who had been 
rescued from the water were seeking to dry 
their dripping clothing. The scenes on the 
grounds during the night are described as aw- 
ful. One of those who stood by the tires watch- 
ing for morning said to-day that he would not 

ass another such night for the crown of a 
Eingdiom. Shrieking women grew calm as the 
night passed by, but their calmness was tuat 
of despair. The noisy cries of children, the 
hoarse shouts of men, and the piercing notes 
of grief of the women were as nothing to the 
terrible silence that preceded the dawn fora 
few hours, when nothing was heard but an ir- 
rational dull moan or the ca!l of one of those 
who were watching by the shore for the bodies 
of the dead. 

About 35 bodies were within the first hour 
taken from the water. Twenty-nine were 
placed on the barge side by side and brought 
to the city, the barge arriving at Henderson’s 
wharf at2 A.M. The spectacle in the cabin 
was a piteous one. The bodies of men, women, 
youths, and children were lying side by side, 
with their countenances exhibiting terror and 
fear, and their clothing torn and soiled. On 
board were a number of relatives, parents, 
and friends of the dead, who seemed to be be- 
yond all consolation. A large number of per- 
sons were on Henderson’s wharf waiting with 


great anxiety for the coming in of the barge, , 


fearing, as it had not returned at the 
usual hour, that some accident bad occurred. 
When the fact of the accident became known 
a scene of intense excitement followed, and 
the crowd rusbed on the boat and eagerly 
scanned the faces of the dead. A few recog- 
nized the countenance of a friend, but the ma- 
jority of the relatives and friends of the vic- 
tims were waiting at the Light-street wharf 
for the return of the barge, and did not hear 
of the calamity until morning, when they pro- 
ceeded to Henderson’s wharf and another 
scene of sorrow and grief commenced, which 
lasted for hours, until nearly all of the 
druwned had been identified and ciaimed by 
their families, 

Frank Debilins, manager of Tivoli, states 
that the accident was caused by persons 
crowding too closely toward the gate at the 
end of the wharf, although he and his subordi- 
nates had done all in their power to keep them 
back. He did not think the wharf was weak 
or rotten, as great crowds had gathered on it 
before. He was much distressed, and said the 
scene presented when the people went down 
with the broken pier to darkne-s and to death 
was too harrowing to be described. Most of 
the victims were women, and in nearly every 
case young girls in the flush of maidenhood. 
But in their appearance there was ample evi- 
dence of the horrible death they had met. In 
many instances their faces were discolored, 
bruised, and bloody, and clotted blood oozed 
from mouth, nose, and ears. When carried 
off the boat the bodies were laid side by side in 
the shed to the left of the wharf, at the en- 
trance to what is known as the storehouse. 
The face were covered with cloths and the 
hands were crossed on the breasts and tied to- 
gether. The feet were also tied. 

The greatest excitement prevails throughout 
the city. Many of the families of the dead 
are in destitute circumstances, and the mem- 
bers of the City Cauncil have called upon 
Mayor Whyte to make provision for those 
unable to pay burial expenses. in some in- 
stances nearly the entire family was lost. 
In the McAnaney family a lad 10 years old 
was the only one of five who escaped.

Opinion as tothe cause of the pier giving 
way is divided. Many think it was rotten and 
this is Father Starr’s conviction. Others say 
that the wharf did not break, but that the 

iles spread. Several who examined the tim- 
rs after the accident declared that they were 
as sound as could be, but the piles were 
not planted with sufficient security, nor were 
they close enough together in the centre, being 
mostly all upon the outer edge of the pier, to 
save the structure from the blows of the ves- 
sels in making a landing. The crowd stood in 
a bunch on thecentre of the wharf, which was 
but poorly supported underneath by logs, and 
consequently the jarring of the barge when 
she struck the wharf gave the shock which 
caused the poorly secured piles to spread and 
let down the centre with its crowd of human 
beings. The planks were, of course, unable to 
support the heavy weight of over 200 persons, 
and snapped short off. tnus giving rise to the 
supposition that they had broken through and 
were rotten. 

Tivoli is about 13 miles from the city. The 
pier was built in 1869. The water near the 
edge is about 9 feet deep. At the extreme 
end of the pier, where the boats unload their 
human freight, a wharf, about 100 feet long 
and 50 feet broad, was built upon piles driven 
down. It was this structure that gave way, 
and its distance from the shore was 900 feet. 

At 8 o'clock this evening Coroner Merfit be- 
gan an inguest, at which Father Starr was 

resent. acob Bonnet, special officer at 

ivoli, testified that he locked the gates on the 
wharf about 8 o’clock in the evening by order 
of the proprietor of the place, to keep the peo- 
ple from getting on the wharf. The boat 
reached the wharf between 10 and 11 o’clock. 
Witness then opened the gates, and the pe ple 
rushed through. He begged them to keep 
back, as the wharf was -not the best. He did 
not consider the wharf secure with such a 
crowd. Witness examined the place where the 
break occurred and found the timbers pretty 
rotten. Father Starr testified that the pier 
was amass of patching from one end to the 
other. After the crash he found the outer gate 
open, although it was closed five minutes before. 
James Gosnell exhibited a piece of the timber 
of which the wharf was built, a part of one 
of the joists supporting the floor, which was 
entirely rotten. Frank Debilins, proprietor 
of Tivoli, said he thought the wharf was in 
good condition. He had to-day found the 
stringers rotten. Last year it was thoroughly 
overhauled. The jury brougbt in a verdict to 
the effect that the authorities of the place did 
not use proper care and precaution to prevent 


the occurrence,

THE MAHONE PARTY’S FOES 


ccnlpiinepitaciets 
PLANS OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
LEADERS. 

A VIGOROUS ONSLAUGHT TO BE MADE ON 
SENATOR MAHONE BY THE SYrATE CON- 
VENTION—THE TARIFF TO BE DODGED. 

LyncuBurG, Va., July 24,.—The action 
of the Democratic State Convention, which 
meets here to-morrow morning, is looked for- 
ward to with unusual interest by the members 
of that party, as well as by the Mahone men. 

Upon the platform to be adopted by it and 

the manner in which the issues of this cam- 

paign are handled by the Democrats will de- 
pend their success not only in the State con- 
test this year, but in the Presidential struggle 
of 1884. One of the principal objects of the 
convention is to unite the two factions of the 

Democratic Party sundered by the debt issue. 

The success of this movement is looked for- 

ward to with the deepest interest by Senator 

Mahone and his adherents. Among the dele- 

gates to the convention are many men who 

have heretofore been prominently associated 
with the Readjuster Senator. Of these the 
most widely known are ex-Congressman Ful- 
kerson, of Washington County, who was at 
one time one of Mahone’s most trusted leaders; 
ex-County Judge G. W. Ward, of the same 
county, who, during the campaign of 1881, re- 
signed his seat on the bench to fight a duel 
with a political opponent, and who acted as 

Congressman John 8. Wise’s second in a blood- 

less fight with Crockett, of Wythe. Ex-State 

Senators Lybrook, of Patrick, and P. G. Hale, 

of Grayson. anc Senator Samuel H. New- 

berry, of Bland, who, with Senator Williams, 

(Republican,) of Nottoway, composed the 


“big four” of the State Senate at the session 
of the Legisiature of 1881-2, are also delegates 
to the Democratic Convention. It was to the 
gallant opposition made by them to Mahone- 
ism at that session that the Democrats suc- 
ceeded in defeating _Mahone’s schemes for 
gerrymandering tne Congressional districts of 
the State. It was Newberry who, hav- 
ing become disgusted with the _  infa- 
mous measures Mahone endeavored to 
force upon his legislative caucus, led the 
bolting Coalitionists from the room, crying, 
“‘This way, freemen.’’ This convention will 
be the first Democratic gathering these men 
have been in since the organization of the Ma- 
hone party four years ago. They will attract 
more attention than any of its members, ex- 
cept, probably, Richard T. Beirne, editor of 
the Richmond State, who fought a duel with 
W.C. Elam, of the Whig, at Warrenton, a 
few weeks ago. Mr. Beirne arrived here this 
evening, and was quickly surrounded by a 
tnrong of admiring delegates. Among the 
old-time Vemocrats who are delegates to the 
convention are Thomas S. Bocock, Gen, Jubal 
Early, who early in the fight denounced Ma- 
hone as acoward; John W. Daniel, the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Governor in 1881; RKan- 
dolph Tucker, and scores of others equally 
prominent. 

One of the most important questions which 
the convention will be called upon to decide is 
the’race issue. At this time the feeling seems 
to be strong among the delegates here against 
the color line being drawn atall. ‘hose from 
the white districts, however, seem to contend 
for this old-time battle cry. The Democrats 
in the black counties believe thut by making 
no mention of the matter they can induce the 
colored men to go with them in the coming 
contest to break down Mahone’s power. The 
tariff question will probably not be mentioned 
in the platform which will be adopted by the 
convention. If it is, the general desire seems 
to be to adopt some subterfuge as that of the 
Ohio Democratic Conventiov. The principal 
planks which will be relied upon will be the 
arraignment of Mahone’s political tricks; a 
pledge to keep inviolate the public school sys- 
tem; never to reopen the debt question, and 
to keep down taxation. Congressman Bar- 
bour will be made Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Committee, the members of which are to 
be chosen by the convention to-morrow. 

The Democratic State Central Committee 
met to-night and nominated Corbin M. Rey- 
nolds, formerly Readjuster State Treasurer, 
for temporary Chairmen of the convention, 
and I. Bell Bigger for Secretary. 

RICHMOND, July 24.—Enough is known here 
to-night from private dispatches to show that 
the Democratic Convention to assemble in 
Lynchburg to-morrow will actin such a way 
as to hide from the public the irreconcilable 
views of the negro-haters on one side and 
those who, by reason of a dense popula- 
tion of the colored voters fear their in- 
fluence in county and State elections, 
on the other. As an evidence of this the 
wrangling began to-day between the two, and 
was fairly settled by the position taken by the 
so-called straight-out Republicans wko last 
Fall worked for the negro Dawson for Con- 

ressman at Large against Massey and the 
Ran. J. S. Wise. These straight-outs, led by 
Dezendorf, seem to have dictated the Demo- 
cratic platform so far as the color line is con- 
cerned, and tue Readjusters direct them as to 
the debt.

THE NEW-HAMPSHIRE STRUGGLE. 
MORE DARK HORSES TROTTED OUT—THE 
SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

ConcorD, July 24.—The Senatorial situa- 
tion is not simplified. More anxious than 
ever to effect a choice, the members have 
come back in a state of bewilderment which 
bodes little for an election this week. Secre- 
tary Chandler sticks, and all the other 
candidates do the same. They are will- 
ing he should withdraw, and then they 
promise to settle the question, but there seems 
to beno intention on their part to give way 
until after the corpse of his candidacy has 
been safely buried. He keeps quiet and is fill- 


ing up his little memorandum-book with omi- 
nou threats against his enemies, but they are 
calm and evince genuine satisfaction at 
finding him for once in so humiliating 
a position as that he now occupies. 
He does not dare surrender, and he 
cannot make progress. To-day only one vote 
was taken. It was simply a repetition of those 
of the past week, except that Chandler was 
lower in the list. About 75 votes is his nominal 
strength, and the opposition can muster about 
125. With that margin they are willing to 
exult a few days longer over his vanquished 
condition. There is talk of conferences 
everywhere, but none bas been called, nor 
wiil there be if any binding force is to 
go with it. The independents will not 
ive up their vantage so easily. . The 
eaders on either side have really no plan nor 
purpose to end the struggle at present. The 
ee ad faction refuse to make any move 
until Chandler is out of the way, and he 
refuses to give up until they do. After the 
ballot this noon a Manchester representative 
rose and eulogized Austin F. Pike. He moved 
to keep on voting until a Senator should be 
chosen, but the House did not agree, and ad- 
journed. 

The Cheshire County delegation, which has 
been strongly for Patterson, met this after- 
noon and unanimously voted, with two ab- 
sentees, to give their strength to Pike to-mor- 
row. The Repubhican Senators also met to- 
night and had a long secret session. The 
attempt was made to have them all agree to 
vote for Pike. An informal ballot was 
taken, in which only 5 of 14 voted 
tor him, and some other name was 
urged. It was finally decided, the Cheshire 
County Senators alone dissenting, to vote to- 
morrow for Charles H. Bartlett, President of 
the Senate and late Clerk of the United States 
District Court, provided he consents to bea 
candidate. This is not expected to start a 
boom for him, but simply to indicate the de- 
sire of the Senate to sink ail differences and 
elect some Republican Senator. It is believed to 
be the beginning of a breaking up which will 
finally end in choosing some one who has not 
been in the field. Mr. Pike is expected to 
make a strong showing to-morrow, and his 
election is claimed by many persons as likely 
to occur this week. There is just this in the 
way: Mr. Pike can be elected if he will give 
certain pledges to the Rollins-Chandler syndi- 
cate. So far he refuses to do so, and 
they will defeat him unless he surrenders to 
them. Defeated in their own hopes they pro- 
pose to havea tool ornoone. This is the de- 
plorable state of affairs that any man torun 
the gauntlet must be the auctioneer of bar- 
gains and trades. Mr. Pike is one of the 
best lawyers and cleverest men in the 
State. From 1873 to 1875 he repre- 
sented the Second District in Congress, 
but was defeated for a second term by Mr. 
Bell, of Manchester. It is understood that 
after Congressman Ray Mr. Chandler prefers 
him to any of the dark horses. He is not par- 
ticularly liked by Mr. Rollins, whom he an- 
tagonized in certain ways during his short 
Congressional experience. 

The developments of to-day certainly prom- 
ise more than anything which has happened 
since Mr. Rollins’s withdrawal, but there have 
been so many false rumors that no great faith 
is attached to the latest. The waters appear 
to be in motion, however, with a chance for 
some result.

THE LIQUOR PROBLEM IN OHIO. 
CoLumBvs, Ohio, July 24.—The State 
Convention to secure the adoption of the pro- 
posed prohibition amendment to the Constitu- 
tion was attended by 500 delegates. Dr. J. M. 
Walden was temporary, and the Hon. Mills 


Gardner, ex-Congressman, permanent Chair- 
man. Their speeches pointed to an organiza- 
tion in which all can vote their respective 
party State tickets and concentrate on the 
amendment. Mr. Campbell, of Topeka, gave a 
reyiew of the Kansas system, which was 
adopted. Four hundred dollars was raised to 
start the campaign, and a canvasser was as- 
signed for each county. Reports were heard 
from local organizations, churches, confer- 
ences, and Sunday-schools pledging their co- 
operation, and a resolution was  adupt- 
ed to co-operate with the Women’s National 
Christian ‘Temperance Union. A State 
Constitutional Amendment Association was 
organized with Mills Gardner as President, 
Mrs. Mary A. Woodbridge as Vice-President, 
E. T. Dean as Secretary, and J. C. Jackson, 
Jr., as Treasurer, and an Executive Committee 
of one from each of the 21 Congressional dis- 
tricts, and a State Central Committee consist- 
ing of one from each of the 88 counties, 
who will have auxiliaries to co-operate 
with them in townships, villages, and school 
districts. Some leading men of the Republi- 
can and Democratic Parties are on these com- 
mittees. Resolutions were adopted favoring 
the taking advantage of local option under the 
Scott law and prohibiting now whereverit can 
be doue; opposing legislative control of the 
taxation and license system, preferring that 
the present inbibition against license remain 
in the Constitution rather than legalize and 
give respectability to the traffic; recommend- 
ing that all voters, irrespective of party, 
be asked to vote for the second proposition 
of the amendment looking to prohibition 
and against the first proposition, which calls 
for legislative regulation by tax or assessment; 
that each local organization have a committee 
to provide and circulate temperance litera- 
ture and secure the co-operation of the 
local press; declaring that the practicai ef- 
fect of voting for the first proposition 
would be to favor license, and to vote for 
neither would Le to vote against prohibition. 
while voting for both would diminish the 
probability of securing a majority for the sec- 
ond; that each vote of the temperance people 
should be cast for the second proposition only. 
The convention then adjourned,

dealers’ Association has called a meeting at 
Toledo Aug. 9, to organize for an aggressive 
political campaign next Fall. Invitations 
have been extended to all local associations to

INDIANAPOLIS, July 24.—A report was re- 
cently published that a Tilden and Hendricks 
club was being organized in this city and that 


the Hon. George W. Julian was soon to make 
a speech striking a keynote for the old ticket. 
In an interview to-day Mr. Julian said the 
published story was the only information he 
had relative to the matter, but he believed 
there was sometbing in the air indicating a 
movement in favor of the nomination of Mr. 
Tilden for the Presidency. :

HELP FOR THE OPERATORS 


PROGRESS OF THE TELEGRAPHERS 
STRUGGLE. 

BOTH SIDES STILL PROFESSING CONFIDENCE 
—GOOD NEWS PROMISED FOR TO-DAY— 
INCIDENTS OF THE MOVEMENT. 

The operators and linemen who left the em- 
ploy of the telegraph companies were cheered yes- 
terday by the announcement that money was pour- 
ing in and that they would be paid at the becin- 
ning of August. Their representatives professed. 
the utmost confidence in the success of the present 
movement, and a hint was thrown out that joyfal 
news would be forthcoming to-day, when some- 
thing decisive is expected. On the other hand, the 
officers of the Western Union and other com- 
panies insisted that the outlook, as far as these 
corporations are concerned, is also encouraging. 
Five or six of the female operators failed to re- 
port for duty at the Western Union Building in the 
morning, but one of the officers of the company 
said that there were frequently that number of 
absentees. Reporters were informed that about 
800 operators were at work in the operating-room, 
and that they were capable of senaing or receiving 
all of the business connected with the New-York 
office, Complaint was made that the effects of a 
siorm in the West were being severely felt. 
although the Signal Service reported the 
storm as having but little energy. Super- 
intendent Humstone said that the wires in 
many parts of the West were out of order, and 
that the company was greatly embarrassed in con- 
sequence. The absence of the regular forces of 
linemen, of course, did not tend to relieve the em- 
barrassment. Mr. Somerville said at 2 P. M. that 
the business to New-Orleans was being sent on 
three wires, and that the operators were only 50 
messages behind. The company claimed to be 
well up in all of its Eastern business, although it 
was admitted that not more than one-half the 
usual amount was being offered. West of Baf- 
falo and Pittsbure “the wires were not 
in good condition,” it was alleged, and 
business was from two to three hours behind. 
All important points weat of Chicago and on the 
Pacific coast were reported to be in good working 
order. Several of the officers of the company de- 
nied that there was any plan on foot for a com- 
promise between the Western Union and the broth.« 
erhood. Manager Dealy said that the force in the 
operating-room was improving’ daily, and he was 
satisfied that the company would never make any} 
concessions to the Telegraphers’ Brotherhood. 

As against this statement there js a report which 
was made to the Executive Committee of the 
brotherhood from the Western Union Building at 


5:30 yesterday afternoon. This gives the names o! 
the entire operating foree, which consists of 9% 
persons, including 21 women, of whom 10 are 
fair operators, Of the men eight are first 
class operators and 20 second class, the re 
mainder being of no use. At the hour of 
the report New-Orleans business was eizhf 
hours late. The report concludes: **Very few 
have applied for positions to-day. and the room 
has a holiday appearance.”’ Mr. Eugene J. O’Con- 
nor, Chairman of the Executive Committee, says 
they can prove by sworn statements that business 
in the office yesterday afternoon was delayed on 
an average 12 hours. At7:30 last evening the ce- 
livery number form showed a total of only 58 
messages for the day. 

The special press service of the Western Union 
Company is growing constantly worse, so far as 
Tue Times is concerned, instead of better. Not 
only are the delays in transmission} entirely unrea- 
sonable, but the dispatches, when received, are in 
such a shaotic state, so badly written, and so fall 
of inexcusable blunders, that it is almost an impoa- 
sibility torectify them. As an example, it may be 
mentioned that on Monday night, in a dispatch 
from Rochester giving the substance of the crop 
report of the National Millers’ Association, the 
wheat shortage was given as 10,760,700 bu<hels, 
when it should hive been 107,607,000, a difference 
of 96,846,300 bushels. On the same night an impor- 
tant statement was omitted entirely from a Wash- 
ington dispatch. Last night the “efficient” opera- 
tor wrote * George XIV.” for George IV., and an- 
other of Gould’s hopeful “students” mixed u 
the pages of his copy so badiy that the dispat 
when delivered was in a mess which would have 
puzzied the whoie Executive Committee of the 
company. These areafew examples of the hun- 
dreds of vexatious blunders which the Western 
Union people are now imposing upon Tas Times 
and their other patrons. 

Mr. Joseph E. Stewart, one of the chief operators 
of the Western Union, left the company’s employ 
yesterday to enter the service of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Company. He tried subsequently in vain 
to obtain 15 operators to go to Baltimore with 
him. He offered to pay the men on the basis de- 
manded by the brotherhood.] Mr. Stewart was said 
by Master Workman John Mitchell to be an envoy 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Company, who propose 
to settle the difficulties between the operators and 
the company without the interference of the 
brotherhood. Mr, Mitchell said that Mr. Stewart 
would have to treat with the Executive Committee 
if he des red to secure men or a settlement. 

The efforts of the Western Union Company are 
now said to be directed to force a stampede back 
to their office as they did in 1870. and tae main ef- 
forts seem to be made in Philadelphia. Mr. John 
Campbell. the representative of the brotherhood, is 
ready to prove by sworn statements that the com- 
pany bas, through its officers who are empowered 
to ast, offered to first-class men who are out on 
strike their old positions and largely advanced 
salaries with guarantees, in some cases, of 
life positions, and in others for specified 
terms. The alternative in each case was that if the 
operators refused the offer they would never again 
be employed by the company. Mr. Campbell is 
also ready to prove that similar offers have been 
made to first-class men in this City. In one case 
the operator was offered $150 a month, a posi- 
tion as chief operator, and a contract for 
10 yeora at that figure. In each case 
the offer was refused. A _ gratuity of $500 
was offered an operator in Philadelphia by @ 
wealthy gentleman to go to Cape May and reopen 
the office there. The young man started for Cape 
May, but theskirmishing committee of the brother 
hood caught him before he fairly got out of the 
city, and he did not return to work. Unless the 
company succeeds in creating a stampede in this 
way, which Mr. Campbell does not think possible, 
that gentleman says that by Saturday there will 
be 95 per cent. of the operators of the country in 
the brotherhood. 

The Directors of the American Rapid Company 

met yesterday afternoon and considered the mat- 
ter of entering into a compromise with the teleg- 
raphers’ brotherhood. Mr. J. W. Converse. Presi- 
dent of the company, presided. None of the Di- 
rectors was communicative as to the proceedings 
or the result of the meeting, but it was learned 
that there was an almost unanimous feeling of op- 
position to any compromise. It was said that one 
of the propositions discussed was the recognition 
of the brotherhood and its demand for fewer 
hours, without granting the 15 per cent. in- 
erease in wages. Somebody had informed some of 
the officers of the Rapid Company, whether au- 
thoritatively or not, thatthe brotherhood would 
not insist upon the increase of pay if the other 
points were conceded. One of the Directors said 
that he could not ‘see the use of conceding any- 
thing to the brotherhood inasmuch as the com- 
pany is now able to handle more business than is 
offered to it.” President Converee and Vice- 
President May declined to make aay statements 
regarding the action of the meeting, huta repre- 
sentative of the company said last night that the 
Directors had firmly resolved to have no com- 
promise. At the down-town office of the Baiti- 
more and Obio it was said that the company was 
in shape to handle all of its busiaess. 
The linemen of the Metropolitan Telephone 
Company did not return to their work in the morn- 
ing, as General Manager Eckert expected them to 
do. The Vice-President of the company said that 
they had reserved the positions for their old men 
thus far, hoping they would return, but if they 
persisted In remaining away & new force would be 
secured. No difficulty was apprebended by himin 
finding men competent for the work. 

The most important incident at the meeting of 
the striking telegraphers and linemen at Clarendon 
Hall yesterday was the announcement made at 
its close by Master Workman John Mitchell. He 
said: * I have just received intelligence of a very 
grave character. Its purport I cannot now tell 
you, but at the meeting at noon to-morrow I hope 
you will hear something that will please you all, 
and expect that I shall appear before you as 
the bearer of joyful intelligence to you.” The 
auditors, who filled tke hall to its utmost ca- 
pacity. broke into enthusiastic applause. The key- 
note of the meeting was struck by Mr. John Mc-) 
Clelland, Secretary of the Executive Committee, 
of the Knights of Labor and a prominent member, 
of the Brotherhood of Telegraphers. ‘* We are 
satisfied,” he said, “ that the compantes cannot fill 
our places in their offices, We have had constant- 
ly in mind during the organization of our brother- 
hood that the law of supply and demand is infal!l- 
ble, and we can control that law. By reason of 
that control we have the companiss in our power. 
The supply ts exhausted ari the demand js great.' 
That demand will not be sunp“ed until we go 
back to our desks in a body and as members of the 
Brotherhood of Telegraphers. We are prepared 

toralong fightuntii our demands are acceded 
to. Money is pouring into our treasury in uanti- 
ties and we will be prepared on the first o next 
month to make out our pay-ruil and pay off the 
members of the brotherbood the same as the West- 
ern Union Company will pay off the few operators 
remaining in its employ.” Weare before the bar 
of public opinion, he said, and must so conduct 
ourselves trat we shal! continue to hold the place 
in public sympathy and esteem, discountenancing 
anything that may be construed into an act of vio- 
lence, or an attempt to iujnra the property of the 
companies or interfere wiih their means of traas- 
acting business. Thomaa Morse. a lineman, ex- 





ressed the sentiment of his associates apparently 
Paes hesaid that the linemen could not be in- 
duced to commit any breach of the peace or per- 
form any unlawful act, no matter what provoca- 
tion was given.

Miss Minnie Swan, the forewoman of the broth- 
erhood, was presented with a handsome gold- 
mounted stylographic pen by the manufacturer, 
formerly an operator. She acknowledzed ithe 
present gracefully and returned thanks. Miss 
Ewan, who is the leader of tis ladies on strike, is 
empioyed bere as an operator on a private line, 
anna ja among the striking operators from choice 
apd not because she is on strike. She placed a 
pubstitute in her office on the day of the strike, 
went to the Western Union operating-room, and 
led the ladies thence from the building. She is a 
very bright, intelligent young lady, and apparently 
highly respected und esteemed by her associates, 
not one of whom has returned to work, although 
several of them have received flattering ofters to 
flo so. 

George Mudgett. now engaged in other business, 
but for 12 years an operator for the Western Union 
Company, stated that be was offered $7 a day to 
go to work in the Boston office and that he refused 
the offer. He described a visit to the operating- 

m, at No. 195 Broadway, on Monday evening. 
flo was there for three hours, and found a strange 
force at work handling the business that comes in, 
and handling it very badly, as he knew from the 
number of dispatches returned to the room or 
porrection. The specials to newspapers were han- 
died first, other business being made subservient 
to it, in hopes of satisfying the press that business 
was being conducted with reason.ble speed. He 
visited the Boston office on Satur lay, and found 
affairs much worse than in New-York. The Mon- 
trea! office, visited on Monday, wus a total wreck, 
and reliable information picked up throughout 
New-Exgland shored that a similar state of affairs 
existed everywhere. Pe yesterday met a merchant 
on the train. who informed him that he had not 
been able to reach Newark, Ohio, from any point 
he had visited since the strike. Other sneeches 
were made by Edwin M. Fox, Robert Blissert, 
Thomas Maguire, M. R. Murphy, Mr. O'Sullivan, a 
lineman, and others. Congressman McAdo», of 
New-Jersey, who was ty to speak, sent a 
letter of regret at his inability to be present. 

It was stated that the operator at Culpepper, 
Va.. who struck, received an offer from the mana- 
ger of the Washington, D. C., offiee to report there 
for work at $#amonth. His answer was a dis- 

atch which read: “Judas Iscariot has been dead 

800 years.” An Oswego letter announced that 
the Western Union Company sent a man to that 
place with 300 dispatches that could be sent only 
from that point. He worked Friday and Saturday 
and then left work and joined the brotherhood. 
An operator sent to take his place did not get any 
nearer the office than the brotherhood’s head-quar- 


rs. 

This instance of the way in which the Western 
Union Company is doing business was announeed: 
Col. W. Crooks, of Minnesota, who is stopping at 
the Albermarile hotel in this City, has sent, or tried 
to send. 24 messazes tohis home since strike be- 
gan. His wife is ill and he was anxious to hear 
from her, but could get no answer to any of his 
messages. He went to the main office on Monday 
afternoon and offered $500 to the company to get 
him an answer to any one of his dispatch:s. They 
declined the money, but promised an answer in an 
hour. None had been received at noon yesterday. 

Twenty-five linemen and operators joined the 
brotherhood on Monday, and four linemer who 
abandoned work yesterday were initiated during 
the afternoon. Ten or fifteen men were initiated 
in Boston yesterday afternoon. 

The brotherhood will boid another public meet- 
jng at Ciarendon Hall, at 12:30 to- a In the 
afternoon all will attend the base-ball game be- 
tween the telegraphers and linemen to be played 
onthe Polo Grounds. A eccmmittee of the strikers 
disposed of a very large number of tickets among 
the business men down town yesterday. The 
game will begin at4o’clock. In the evening a se- 
cret meeting of the brotherhood will be heid. The 
Brooklyn assembly held a secret meeting last even- 
ing. e telegraphers have invented a new wora 
to designate the operators who are at work in 
place of the odious and ungentiemanly title 

“scabs” usually applied to such parties. They are 
now called *‘contumists.” Just what it means no 
one knows, but it satisfilesthe telegraphers. The

PRODUCE MEN ACTING. 
THE MANAGERS OF THEIR EXCHANGE ASKED 
TO CALL A MEETING. 

Business yesterday on the Exchanges felt the 
lack of adequate telegraphic facilities about the 
game as ithas ever since the beginning of the 
struggle between the companies and their op- 
prators. At the Produce Exchange, whose mem- 
bers bave suffered most, little if any improvement 
was noted. Quotations came trom Chicago, in 
some instances, perhaps. with a little mere regu- 
larity than last week, but they were not con- 
sidered reliable. Three operators were at 


work in the main Western Union office 
down stairs, and they were managers from 
otner offices. One man was sent from the com- 
pany’s main office to attend tothe blackboard. Up 
stairs the Baltimore and Ohio's office was open, 
but no messages were sent to Chicago. The Mu- 
jual Union and the remaining Western Union 
offices at the Exchange were closed. The delays 
in reaching Chicago and other Western points 
ranged from one and one-nalf to three and four 
hours, All option business and speeulativm gen- 
erally were at a stand-still. In the morning a peti- 
tion was circulated on the floor of the Exchange, 
and. after receiving 85 signatures, was presented 
to the Board of Managers. It requests the latter 
to call a meeting of the members “ to consider the 
present condition of affairs resulting from 
the misunderstanding between the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and their employes,” 
and “to devise some measures by which 
the present serious injury to business may be over- 
come.” The Board of Managers will hold a meet- 
Ing at 10:30 A. M. to-day. when action will be 
taken. A publie meeting of the members of the 
Exchange will probably be called. Thesentiments 
exp by members have been uniformly in 
favor of the operators in the present crisis. 

Instances were given yesterday of delays expe- 
rienced by brokers and others in sending 
messages. One gentleman said he sent a dis- 
patch to Baltimore at 12:20 P. M. on Mon- 
day and mailed a letter to the same place 
at 7:30 P. M. onthat day. Both reached the place 
at the same time yesterday morning. A dispatch 
pent to Chicago at 2:20 P. M.on Monday and an- 
other early yesterday morning had not been heard 
from at 2 P.M. One merchant was told at the 
window of the Western Union's office on Monday 
that there wasa through wire to Chicago. He 
filed a message at 1 P.M. Later on he found that 
it had been sent by a messenger boy to the office 
at No.8 Broad-street, and there, at 4:45 P. M. of 
that day, he discovered that the dispatch had not 
yet gone. These instances are simpiy of typical 
cases.

DELAYS AT INDIANAPOLIS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 24.—The telegraph situ- 
ation remains practically unchanged. The acces- 
sions of new operators are not greater than the 
number who are coaxed into the brotherhood, and 
so the company continues crippled, and the ser- 


vice it gives the public is both poor and sma!l com- 
pared with the normal condition. The grain and 
rovision men are practically ata stand-still. At 
Gast a dozen instanees came under observation to- 
day where important messages had either been de- 
ape many hours, had been sent by mail. or had 
allea to reach their destination at all, and in every 
case the message was of cummercial vaine. It fs 
pstimated that not over one-tenth ot the ordinary 
of business is belne transacted at this 
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office, and the feeling in business circles is growing 
quite strong. The company claims to be disposing 
of all business offered, but there is the amallest 
amount offered. the public knowing there is no 
certainty of transmission. This morning Mr. Cun- 
ningham. an Alderman of B: loit, Wis., bended a 
telegram to the elerk at the Western Union office 
and was informed that the company could not 
guarantee its delivery inside of two days. Mr. 
Cunnineham thoughtit would be cheaper to write. 
As yet not a striker has offered to return, and 
the chief, who remains, says the present force 
is about played out and cannot continue long.

MR. WALLACE ANSWERED. 
THE TRUTH ABOUT AYFAIRS IN TNE INDI- 
ANAPOLIS TELTGRAPH OFFICR. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 24.--Regarding the re- 
cent letter of Superintendent Wallack the cor- 
respondent of Tur Tire comments as foliows in 
to day's Jovrnal; “It wonid be hard to compress 
more absolute injustice and misrepresentation into 
fewer lines. In the first place, not a day or night 
has passe! since the strike becan that Superin- 
tendent Wallack and Manager Butler have not 
been interviewed and their statements given more 
or less elaborately in every special dispatcn sent 
from here. Second, the operating-room was closed 
to correspondents on Saturday night, while on Fri- 
day night and on Sunday night it was open and 
correspondents were pressingly invited to make a 
tour of it. No statement was ever made that the 
Superintendent's room or the manager’s room 
was closed to correspondents, but the operators’ 
room was closed on Saturday night, and Mr. Wal- 
lack confesses it. Third, the statement that busi- 
ness has been handled at this point as promptly as 
before the strike is too absurd to need refutation. 
On Friday night special dispatcbes were filed in 
the Western Union office here at 10 o'clock, and 
they were not put on the wires until 8 o'clock A. 
M. on Saturday. This information was obtained 
from the receiving clerk of the company on appil- 
cation on Saturday to know the reason why the 
specials had not appeared. Correspondents know 
that this is notas prompt as their specials were 
handled before the strike. 

“* As to private business the News of last night, 
in its local report, says: ‘The delay in private 
business continues embarrassing. Messages taken 
last week have not yet been forwarded in some 
cases, and some business men complain becauze 
the company had not even mailed promptly the 
dispatches received.’ This certainly is not as 
promptly as business was handled before the 
strike. Fourth, there have been dummies in the 
operating-room, and there were dummies there 
yesterday. There have never been 87 operators on 
duty—15 first class and the others average—since 
the strike began, ana Mr. Wallack knows it. But it 
may be interesting before the matter is done with 
to know how Mr. Wallack came into possession of 
the information that specials to certain papers 
contained certain statements which he seems to 
have disapproved when his attention was called to 
them. How was his attention called’ Did he see 
them in the papers, or is it to be inferred that the 
dispatches were subjected to his inspection in the 
offive here? 

“If the latter, it is anew feature, smackingof a 
press censorship, and is likely to awaken some in- 
terest, both in the general public which intrusts its 
correspondence to the Western Union, and in the 
newspapers as well.”’ 

Superintendent Wallack states that his card re- 
specting the statements in the special of Saturday 
was not written until be had information of the 
nature of the dispatch, independent of any access 
to the manuscript. He is entitled to this explana- 


tion.

SUING WESTERN UNION. 
REFUSALS TO TRANSMIT MESSAGES MADE 
THE BASIS FOR LEGAL, ACTION. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 24.--Suit was begun 
against the Western Union Telegraph Company to- 
day by C. E. Fuller, a commission merchant, of 
No. 188 South Delaware-avenue, for refusing to 
send two dispatches under the ordinary printed 
conditions. Mr. Fuller is the representative here 
of alarge Chicago meat firm, He says that his 
bills for telegraphing amount to more than $100 a 
day. To-day he received an order from Atlantio 
City for about 2,000 pounds of tenderloin steak. He 
was notable to forward so much, but wrote a dis- 
patch informing his eorrespondents that he would 
fill a part of their order and complete it as promptiy 


as possidle. He offered the message for transm is- 
sion at a branch office of the Western Union Com- 
pany at Front and Chestnut streets. The operator 
there stamped it in red ink with the words: ** Ac- 
cepted subject to mailing or other delay,” and re- 
quired a verbal agreement to the extra conditions 
in addition to those which ordinarily appear in 
print on the forms on which telegraphic messages 
are written. Mr. Faller, however, refused to ac- 
cede to the reguirement. The operator then 
said that in such a case he eouid not 
accept the dispatch. Mr. Fuller then went 
to the office of the company at Third and 
Chestnut streets. He was met with the same de- 
mand for a parole agreement to the extraordinary 
conditions. Again he refused to consent, and 
again his dispateh was rejected. Later in the day 
he wrote another message to his Atlantie City 
patrons. He presented this also at the offiees at 
Front and Third and Chestnut streets, and it was 
refused on the same greunds as befere. The legal 
proceedings are entered under the fifteenth section 
ofthe act of March 29, 1849, which provides that 
any telegraph company deelining to receive or 
forward any message lor transmission accompanied 
by the stipulated fee, shall pe liable to a fine of 
$100 for every message so refnsed.

IN BAD STRAITS AT DETROIT. 
THE OFFICE BADLY CRIPPLED — PUBLIC 
SYMPATHY WITH THE OPERATORS. 

Detroit, July 24.—After a most a week’s 
continuance the telegraphers’ strike in this city 
presents these features: Not a man who went 
out has returned. The force was reduced to the 
most desperate straits—not more than three or 
four good operators being left, and these remain 
for controlling family reasons. The behavior of 
of the men has been admirable throughout. While 
engaged in preventing all accessions to the work- 
ing force possible, they have been orderly, well- 
behaved, and entirely free from drunkenness, and 
have commended themselves to the sympathy and 
good-will of the entire community. There is no 
aoubdt that public sympathy is almost wholly on 


the side of the employes. The company’s 
dealings with the men aie regarded as con- 
temptuous, hence the patiepoe of business men 
with the shortcomings of the telegraph. They 
bave hoped some honorable adjustment might 
speedily be reached, In the meantime the man- 
ager of the office has naturally been putting forth 
the greatest exertions to meet the demands put 
upon bim by the extraordinary state of affairs. 
Attention here, as elsewhere, has first been given 
to press and commercial! reports. All business 
messages, as far as possibie, are declined out- 
right. Any one who could work a telegraph key 
was pressed into service, and so thoroughly was 
the office stripped of competent men that the 
managers of two of the largest offices in the interi- 
or of the State were brought in as a matter of ne- 
cessity. From this lowest point reached by the 
office there hus been a gradual improvement. 

There are about the usual number of operators at 
work, but itis hardly probanle that any three of 
those gained, exoiusive of two of the men already 
referred to, are equal to any ene of the men who 
went out. Still, tney can do something, and emall 
favors are not to be despised at prese:t. It is 
probable this sort of improvement will continue, 
additions to the operative force being brought 
from outside points, and slow gain will be made 
on the facilities for handling business. But noth- 
ing approaching the usual volume of messages is 
being received or sent at present. 

In the large cities throughout the State a corre- 
sponding condition of things exists. In some cases 
managers of offices are alone in charge, with, per- 
haps, the assistance of some half-taught girls, and 
in all the foree 1 largely diminished and working 
with the greatest difficulty. Inthe multitude of 
email offices, where operators were also store- 
keepers, express agents, or something else, there 
is no trouble, except in the Inability of the office in 
this city to receive their business.

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THE RAILROAD OPERATORS. 
THOSE ON GOULD LINES TO BE CALLED OUT 
IF NECESSARY. 

PirTsBurG, Penn., July 24.—To-day the high 
officers of the Telegraphers’ Brotherhood held a 
cvnference on the question of ordering tie rail- 
road operators out on strike. The meeting was 8e- 
cret, and !t was dcoided that if the Western Union 
Company did not grant the demands of the broth- 
erhood within 62 hours, the operators employed 
on the Wabash Rallroad and other raiiroads in 
which Jay Gou'd is la-gely interested should go 
out. The number of operators on these roads is 


between 2,000 and 2.500. They are solidly and 
completely organized, and have been restless 
becanse they have not been called on to go out 
betore this. The brotherhood, however, did not 
wish to be placed in the position of bringing about 
the consequent suspension of the business which 
would inevitably resuit when the railroad operators 
left their keys and sounders. The brotherhood 
now claim: that it has demonstrated its forbear- 
anee to the people of the euuntry, and Jay Gould 
has made the fight a personai one, in whic he 
backs himself with his $100,000,000 of capital. It 
is time, the operators say, to show-him that the 
operators were determined to secure redress for 
the grievances complained of in the bill presented 
to the different companies. 

A brotherhood ofhcer states that when their or- 
ganizers bad fairly completed the work of organ- 
izing the commercial operators in the principal 
cities they were specially instructed to devote 
thelr time to the men working on the Wabash 
und other railroads with which Jay Gould is identi- 
fied, and, as a consequence, the bulk of them had 
been secured, and were among the stanchest mem- 
bersof the brotherhood. It is proposed to give 
wide publication on the eve of the strike, so that 
ali persons contemplating taking trips can make 
thelr arrangements to avoid delays while en route. 

A especial committee of the local brotherhood 
bere has had a conference with several vil brokers 
with regard to the construction of three wires of 
No. 6 gauge between this city and Oil City for the 
handling of the of] business. The cost of con- 
structing these Jines is estimated at $10,000, which 
covers the cost of wire. poles, ins ruments, batte- 
ries, and other appurtenances, as well as the cost of 
building. Tne expense of running this office is esti- 
mated al $2,000 per month, including 12 operators to 
receive $100 each, 8 linemen, $80 per month each, 
2 battery men at the same salary, 10 check and 
messenger boys at $20, 2 book-keepers at $80, and 
office rent at $80 per month for both offices. It is 
figured that the average receipts would amount to 
about $200 per day, and the committee say that in 
four months the entire cost of the line would be 
received in addition to paying the running ex- 
penses. The Chicago brotherhood, it was stated, 
was taking the same action with regard to lines 
between that city and Milwaukee for the acoom- 
modation of the grain trade.

INDIGNATION IN MILWAUKEE. 
GREAT DISSATISFACTION WITH THE WESTERN 
UNION COMPANY'S POLICY. 


MitwavKer, July 24.—In a telegraphic 
way matters in Milwaukee have assumed the 
worst possible shape. Less than a dozen opera- 
tors are at work in the Western Union 
office trying to do the work of 60, and the 
service seems to grow worse hourly. It is 
almost {impossible to get dispatches any further 
than Chicago with any degree of promptness. The 


storm of wrath that is gathering took shape to-day, 
and during the noon session of the Chamber of 
Commerce President Elliott called the members 
together to listen to the reading of the following 
ree and resolutions aGrawn up and offered 
y A. K.Shepard: * Whereas, telegraphic commu- 
nication throuchont the United States has been vir- 
tually suspended for five days, involving immense 
loss to the business and agricultural interests of the 
country; and, whereas, the Western Union has 
by its grasping policy destroyed all competition 
in its line of business, and has forced the public to 
accept it asthe only vehicle of telegraphic com- 
munication, going to the length of monopo- 
lizing the railway system of the country 
for its own uses, to the end that no com- 
peting lines may be constructed thereon; 
therefore, resolved, that this Chamber of 
Commerce demands of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company the prompt restoration of tele- 
graphic facilities throughout the country which 
said company has arrogated to itself to furnish the 
ublic. Resolved, that it is the sense of this Cham- 
er of Commerce that in case Congress should 
take any action to protect the public against the 
incubus of telegraphic monopoly it should now do 
so by the purchase of existing lines on the basis of 
watered stock or valuations beyond the actual 
cost of eonstruction and equipment. At to- 
morrow’s noon session these resolutions will 
be formally considered. One of the most 
remarkable phases of this strike came toa head 
to-day. Since the beginning of the trouble, as has 
been previously reported, the Rev. 1. G. Sedgwick, 
Pastor of the Methodist Episcopal church at 
Eikhorn, has been employed in the _ service 
of the Western Union during the time which 
he eould spare from the service of the Lord. He 
is familiar with the telegraph key, having at one 
time been in charge of a Western Union station 
in an interior town, and Manager Weller was 
giad to secure him in the present emer- 
gency, with the understanding that it should 
redound to his material advantage, and that he 
should be allowed time to fulfill his prior engage- 
ments. The strikers have from the first considered 
Sedgwick's efforts to defeat them an especial griev- 
ance, and some of them have, not unnaturally, 
however unreasonably, extended their biame 
of him to the church of which ministry he is a 
member. Many Milwaukee Methodists nave felt 
humiliated at the circumstance of his employment. 
This morning Elder Edwin Hyde, of the Grand- 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, and the Rev. 
Henry Coleman, Presiding Elder of the Milwau- 
kee Conference, visited Mr. Sedgwick and 
endeavored to dissuade him from continuing 
in the telegraph company’s employ while the strike 
is in progress. Mr. Hyde, who is a wealthy man, 
even went so far as to offer Sedgwick $100 
to quit, and told him that his aetion was 
a scandal to the ehurch and the office 
of the ministry. The reverend “scab,”’ to 
use a technical term, is reported to have promised 
Mr. Hyde that he would not longer operate, but 
he ie still at work to-day. This incident is given 
asasample of public feeling against the monop- 
oly. The news to-day is that the offices at St. 
Paul, Detroit, and other North-western places are 
practically abandoned.

MATTERS BAD AT WASHINGTON. 

NEWSPAPER CORRESPONDENTS UNABLE TO 
BEND SPECIAL DISPATCHES. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The correspondents 
of several of the Western papers here found out 
last night and to-day that the telegravb operators’ 
strike was really a serious matter, when 
they were notified that wires had been 
lost and their dispatches retained on file 
instead of being sent as ordered. The features 


of the strike vary little from day to day. The 
Western Union people furnished their men witha 
lunch of milk and biscults to-day, brought from a 
neighboring dairy, the object being, it was sup- 
posed, to deprive the operators ef an opportunity 
of being talked to and persuaded by strikers to 
leave their desks. The strikers assert that the 
stories about Western storms told to account for 
the failure to send messages were invented by the 
—— Union officers to conceal their weakness 
ere. 

A good deal of indignation is aroused among the 
strikers by the report that Gen. Hazen, who has 
said that his heart is with Gem. Eckert in this mat- 
ter, offered this afternoonto help the Western 
Union out by lending the company some of the 
Government operators. One of these operators ap- 
peared at the ‘rotherhood meeting to-night and 
said be would be locked up at Fort Whipple be- 
fore he would be made use of in that way. The 
strikers hold firm and are encouraged by reports 
from New-York to believe that the strike will soon 
end in a victory for them. 

The Western Union Company report that their 
wires are iv trouble south of Washington to-night, 
on account of a storm. Norfolk had not been heard 
from at 9:30 P. M. since 5:30. All wires south of 
Lynchburg are gone, and no prospect of any work- 
ing to-night. All wires south of Richmond were to- 
tally intetrupted for some time, but later they be- 
gan working «gain slowly. 

An atternoon paper publishes the following as 
part of aninterview held with a Signal Service 
officer: 

* Don’t the strike of the telegraph operators in- 
terfere with your work?” asked the reporter. 

“It does, indeed,”’ was the reply, ‘and the state 
of affairs seems to be getting worse every day. 
On the first day of the strike the reports came 
pretty well, but they have been 
ing slower and more meagre since then, 
and, in addition, inexperienced operators 
who are employed make many mistakes in send- 
ing the reports. Of course, this condition of 
things interferes with the successful weather 
predictions, and the people blame the Sig- 
nal Service. Last night it was nearly 12 
o'clock before the reports were all in and we 
could commence upon the ealculations. Indeed, I 
hope this state of affairs won't last much louger.”’ 

Allof the Government departments are affected 
more or less by the strike. Delays and inaccura- 
cies occur frequentiy, but no -erious embarrass- 
ment has ensued as yet. Inthe War Department 
telegrams are sent and received, but mistakes 
owing to the inexperience of the operators and 
delays on account of the crippled condition of 
In the 
State Department they meet with the same 
difficulties, the work of the Post Office and 
Interior Departments has not been delayed to a 
very large extent by the strike, owing mainly to 
the fact that there is but little business now 
to be transacted by telegraph. This is the 
soason in the departments as well 
as elsewhere. The few dispatches that 
have been sent off have been subject to the same 
delays as in private business. Especially is 
case with dispatches requiring an 
A Post Office officer remarked 
to-day: “I sent off two or three telecrams 
requiring a reply several days ago, but have re 
ceived no reply yet. However, if [am lucky I ex- 
pect that the replies will come along in a few days, 
unless they are sent by mail.”

SITUATION AT CHICAGO. 

CuicaGco, July 24.—The Western Union 
officers at this point assert to-night tnat their oper- 
ating force is stronger than it has been at any 
time since the strike began. They say they are 
doing all the business offered them ina manner 
entirely satisfactory to customers. On the other 
hand, tre telegraph eperators are enthusiastic 
over the outlook, and are tn receipt of encouraging 
reports from all points of the compass. Their 
Press Committee furnishes the following: “It 
was learned from one of the officers in 
the Western Union operating-room that the 
New-York office claims to have 30,000 night 
messages for Cincinnati, St Louis. and Chicago 
alone, and for other points, especially in the South, 


they are In eqnally bad shape. This speaks well 
for the full forces claimed py New-York and Chi- 
eago officials. The company refases ousiness for 
Baltimore, except on an understanding that delay 
of from two to tour hours may occur. One party 
requested to be allowed to see the manager, and 
the clerk positively refused to recelve the message 
atall. A claim of $500is entered against the West- 
ern Union Company on the following vrounds, 
one of many on account of the work being 
turned out by inexperienced operators. A mes- 
sage from Montreal, addressed to J. D. Lublin, 
should have been “J. D. Lupher,”’ a well kn wn 
oll broker. The word “ Chisholm’ was made 
“ Chischell,” and the signature ©. T. Frazer was 
rendered ‘©. Prussee.”” It was received at 
11:34 A. M., sent down to the delivery-room at 
12:21 P. M., and received by the broker at 8:30 P. 
M.. and on account of the delay the firm lost $500. 

Tne Western Union fs opening their private wire 
loops, thereby getting a number of men in the 
employ of private firms to go tothe main office to 
get off their own business. To the uninitiated this 
gives the apne :rance of their having a great many 
more men than they really have handling their 
business 

A circular was sent out today from the head- 
quarters of the brotherhood of this city to the 
Superintendents of roads centring here. Tne 
gist of the circular is that the  brother- 
hood does not wish to interfere with rail- 
way traffic, but may he compelled to 
do 80 in selt-protection, by calling out its members, 
unless the railway managers cease aiding the tele- 
graph company by sending their men to work 
for it. The roads to which the circu- 
lar was sent are the Chicago. Surling- 
ton and Quincy, Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific, Chicago and Aiton, Chicago and At- 
lantic. Chieago and Eastern Ilinois, Chicago and 
North-western, Chicago and Western Indiana, Illi 
nois Central, and Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
It will be noticed that none of the east-bound pool 
lines are included in the list. The telegraphers 
claim that of 16,000 members of the brotherhood 
9,000, or more than one-half, are employed by rall- 
roads. and they assert that they are prepared, if 
absolutely pushed to it, to call them all out. They 
decline to state openly what action will be taken, 
or when, if the railroads pay no attention to the 
circular. 

Superintendent Frick, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Telegraph Company, is in this city. Some of 
the operators who went out from that office state 
that be held a consultation with them to-day and 
offered them very satisfactory terms for returning 
to work, except in one particular—refusing to rec- 
ognize the brotherhood. The Chicago Boara of 
Trade Executive Committee passed a resolution to- 
day in favor of submitting the questions involved 
in the strike to arbitration. 

The Executive Committee of the Chicago branch 
of the Brotherhood of Telegraphers met in secret 
session to-night. It is rumored that the com- 
mittee senta telegramto the Executive Committee 
of New-York asking that those who struck from 
the Baltimore and Ohio office be given permission 
to treat with the company as individuals, leaving 
the question of recognizing the brotherhood out 
of the negotiation,

WORSE AT PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 24.—The 15 branch 
offices of the American Rapid Company have been 
closed and all the business is now conducted at 
the main office, on Chestnut-street, near Second, 
which has also been deserted by all except Mana- 
ger Pennock and two female type-writers. Mr. 
Pennock stated to-day that very little business 


was being transacted over their wires. At the 
office of the Baltimore and Ohio Company the 
same state of affairs exists. A/l the operators are 
in the movement except the chief, who said to-day 
that business so far as his office was concerned was 
at a stand-still. 

President Laverty, of the looal branch of the 
Brotherhood of Telegraphers, this afternoon sent 
to the press for publication a circular addressed 
to the public, in which he calls atten- 
tion to an impression which prevails to 
some extent that the Executive Board of 
Telegraphers inexorably insists upon “all or 
nothing,” and that the strikers therefore are re- 
sponsible for the inconvenience which the public 
is suffering. This, he says, is an erroneous impres- 
sion, as the board has always been ready to consid- 
er proposals having in view a settlement of diffi- 
culties, but that thus far the telegraph companies 
have positively refused to recognize the board 
as representatives of their employes when the 
events of the past few days have clearly shown 
that the board does represent the telegraphers 
of the country. Attention is cailed to the fact that 
a satisfactory adjustment of diffieulties would be 
quickly arrived at if the several corporations would 
recognize and treat with the Executive Board 
chosen by the telegraphers for that purpose. 


AN OPERATOR SHOT AT. 
ATLanTA, Ga., July 24.—A ripple of ex- 
citement In telegraphic circles occurred here this 
morning. While Receiving Clerk Sam Wall was 
standing at his desk attending to duty, suddenly 
placing his hand on his left side, he exclaimed, 
“Some one has shot me!” He was instantly sur- 


rounded by the operators and elerks, who found 
that he was not hurt, but bis clothes penetrated by 
a parlor rifle bullet. A hole was made in the win- 
dow by the shot. No noise was heard, and the 
theory isthat an air gun was used. The police 
failea to find any clue. Wall was a member of the 
brotherhood, and in the eleventh hour he refused 
to sirike. Strikers repudiate the idea that they had 
any connection with the affair.

Sr. Josepu, Mo., July 24.—Yesterday morn- 
ing the male operators in the Western Union office 
in this city notified the manager that unless they 
received some news from the East indicatinga 
settlement of the difficulties they would quit 
work at 2 o'clock. Consequently at that hourthey 
put on their coats and left the office, leaving only 
two lady operators. The night force did not report 
forduty. Tne manager has succeeded in securing 
some help from outside, and the press report is 
being received during the afternoon, with the no- 
tice, subject to delay. 


GALVESTON, Texas, July 24.—Galveston, 
Houston, Dalias, and Fort Worth, the only places 
in Texas employing a large number of operators, 
will by to-morrow be fully sapplied so far 
as numbers go, but the talent secured is 
generally of a miserable quality. The strikers 
continue firm and exhibit no signs of weakening. 
The company will send two men from here to 
Houston to-morrow; also two to New-Orleans. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, July 24.—The telegra- 
phers’ strike was unchanged here yesterday. busi- 
ness was returning somewhat to the estern 
Union office, but there was no increase in the 
working force. 


San Francisco, July 24.—It is reported 
that the Knights of Labor of this city have donated 
$200 to the striking operators.

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A CHAPIER OF HISTORY. 


From the London Times. 

The modern spirit of toleration, mingled 
with a good deal of indifferentism, is repelled by 
the hot zeal which is kindled by the stirring strains 
of * Boyne Water,” by toasting ‘“‘the Glorious, 
Pious, and Immortal Memory” of William IIL, 
and by brandishing Orange flags in the faces of 
the Roman Catholic descendants of the soldiers of 
James. Historically, however, the Protestant and 
Saxon colonists of Ulster have no reason to be 
ashamed of the chapter of history which was prac- 
tivally closed by the battle of Aghrim. The vic- 


tory may have been abused, its fruits may 
ave been misspent and wasted, but what 
if it bad been a defeat? The tyrannical 

olicy of Protestant ascendency was ruinous, but 
nto how much deeper ruin would the success of 
James and his Irish adherents and French auxilia- 
ties have plunged the two countries? It is some- 
what remarkable that the Englishry of Ireland 
should have chosen the anniversaries of the battles 
of the Boyne and of Aghrim, the Ist and the 12th 
of July, as the dates specially consecrated in the 
calendar of Orangeism. Those triumphs were won 
mainly by foreizn arms. At the Boyne it was to 
Wilitamin person and to the gallant Schomberg 
that the chief share of the glory fell. At Aghrim 
the Dutch Ginkell and the Huguenot Ruvigny di- 
vided the honor of the achievement which shat- 
tered the Jacobite cause in Ireland. Yet the colo- 
nistsoithe ‘‘ Black North” are able to point to 
deeds still more glorious, because accomplished 
with inferior means and in presence of greater 
dangers. It is doubtful whether the battles of the 
Boyne and of Aghrim would ever have been fought 
—at least, under the actual conditions—but for the 
defense of Derry and the victory of the Ennis- 
silleners, led by a Wolseley, at Newton Butler. 
But these critical operations, priceless as the ra- 
sults were, could not fail to be overshadowed by 
the more decisive campaigns of the succeeding 
years. When Orangeism, as a political organiza- 
tion, was called into existence, the struggle be- 
tween Jacobites and Williamites had passed into 
the phase of legendary vagueness. The first Orange 
Lodge was founded in Ulster during the crisis of the 
Freneh revolution, shortly aftera faction fight ona 
great scale between the “Peep-o’-Day Boys’’ and the 
“ Defenders,”” popularly known as the ™ battle of 
the Diamond.” Then it was that the anniversary 

f Aghrim obtained the most prominent place 
among the festivals of irish Protestartism, that 
‘Boyne Water” became the war song of the 
Saxon colonists of Uister, and that the memory of 
William of Orange, one of the coldest and least 
passionate of statesmen, was chosen to represent a 
form of zealotry with which he would have had no 
sympathy. The annalsof Orangeism during the 
present century are not pleasant reading for those 
who desire to see the extinction of traditional 
feuds and especially of sectarian antipatbies. But 
we have to deal with the facts as we find them, 
and yen 3 much that is coarse and repellent in 
the doctrine and practice of Orangeism we are 
bound to admit that Its vitality is a proof of the 
intense and deep-seated loyalty of the Protestant 
element in Ulster to the British connection. We 
are not prepared to acknowledge that the result 
of the Monaghan election has disproved the exist- 
ence of feelings which have been so thoroughly in- 
corporated with the life and character of the stur- 
dy yeomanry and shrewd men of business of the 
“Black North.”” At all events, we are inclined to 
wait for corroborativa evidence before assenting 
to the conclusions which Mr. Parnell and his party 
would have us draw from that event.

The original marriage certificate of a Quaker 
couple who were married in 1734 is still in exist- 
ence and reads as follows: 


‘* Whereas michail Kennard of ye town of Kit- 
tery in ye County of York in the province of the 
massachusetts Bayin Newengland widdower, and 
Sarah Varney, Daughter of Peter and Elizabeth 
Varney (Late of Dover in ye province of New- 
hampsbair Deceased) haveing Decleared their in- 
tentions of takeing Each other in marrage befor 
weverel publick meetings of ye people comonly 
called Quakers in Dover aforsd according to the 
good oftder used amongst them whos proceeding 
therein after a Deliberate Consideration thereof 
with a Regard to ye Righteous Law of God and 
ye example of his people Recorded in ye Scrip- 
tures of Truth in that Case were approved of by 
ye sd. meetings they appearing clear of all others, 
and haveing consent of friends & Relations Con- 
cerned. Now these are to certifie, ali whom it may 
Concern that for ye full accomplishing of their 
intentions this twenty first day of ye tenth [the 
year then began with March) month calied De- 
cember, in the year according to the English ao- 
eount seventeen bundred and thirty four they ye 
sd michail Kennard and Sarah Varney appearing 
in a publick assembley of ye aforsd people mett 
together at their publick meeting place in Dover 
aforsd and in a Sollomn maner he ye sd michail 
Kernard takeing ye sd Sarah Varney by hand Did 
openly Deelear as followeth viz: friends in the 
presants of God and this assemble whom I take to 
be my witneses I take this friend Sarah Varney to 
be my wife promising to be to her a true and love- 
ing husband as fur forth as the Lard shall enable 
me tell Death makes a separation—And ye sd 
Sarah Varney Did then and there Declear as fol- 
loweth viz, friends in ye presants of God and this 
assemble whom | take to be my witnesses I take 
this friend michail Kennard to be my husband, 
promising to be to hima true and loving wife, as 
fur forth the Lord shall epable me, tell Death 
makes a separation, or words to that Effect. And 
ye, sd. michail Kennard and Sarah Varney, as a 
further confirmation hereof. did then aud there to 
these presants set thelr lands, (She, ye sd. Sarah 
Varney assuming ye name of her husband,) and 
we whose names are hereunto subscribed being 
present, amongst others, at ye Sollomnising of 
their sd. marriage and subscription in maner as 
afore-d. as witnesses, hereunto have Also to these 
presants subscribed our names as witnesses the 
Day and year above written.” 

This contract was witnessed by 20 men and 8 
women. The men signed first, the names of the 
women following. The clerk of the meeting cer- 
tifies that this contract was “ Entered in Dover 
Monthly Meeting Book ye five, page 107, ye 19th of 
5mo., 17385.”

A babe, in short, is the 
most unreasonable creature extant, and though a 
brother, a young father, love it, he does not iong for 
its society. The grandsire or the elderly uncle 
takes another point of view—one, be it owned, in 
which the less agreeable features co out of 
sight. The child is for him a picture, a work of art 
so exquisitely pleasing that it never wearies. He is 
not distracted with speculation abont the elder 
sister, He no longer expects to find human beinzs 
angels at any time of life. Heasks not whether 
the loving infantine ways are true gold; it 
enough that they are honest for the moment, an 
experience hopes for uo more. An inability to 
catch simple truths, combined with an easy ac. 
ceptance of great mysteries, is not peculiar te 
childhood. As for reason, the old man has had 
enough of it. And so, among the flowers, whic 
are his children, and the children more beautif 
than the flowers, be passes happily and content ta 
the last stage of this eventful histury.

don may be attracted to their warehouses in Fen: 
church-street and Crutched Friars. So mach i 
mysterious in connection with the tea trade that 
this incidental allusion to one more mystery will 
hardly, perhaps, awaken a passing curiosity in the 
generality of the public; who, as a rule, do not 
know at all what “ tea-bulking” may be, and will 


hardly feel it a very hopeful subject of inquiry, 
Yet it is a matter not altogether without 
its interest for most of us, as will be 
readily apparent when it is stated that th 
“bulking” is simply turning the tea out o 
the chests or boxes in a heap, partly for the pur- 
pose of thoroughly mixing, so as to insure perfect 
uniformity of quality throughout a “ break,” and 
partly for the purpose of “taring” the receptacles 
in which the tea arrives. Ordinarily the contents 
are turned out upon the warehouse flour, well 
mixed up with wooden shovels, and then returned 
to the chests, into which—incredidle dictu—the 
warehousemen get, and tread down the tea with 
their beots; and it has been noted by some wha 
ought to know a good deal about these matters, as 
a very remarkable itilu tration of tha great care 
with which the proceeding is carrie: out by this 
company, that the men are not permittea to 
do this treading with their dirty boots en- 
tirely unguarded, but are compelled to put @ 
cloth over the tea before stepping upon it. It is 
more than hinted that in some establishments this 
little precaution is neglected. The great objee- 
tion, however, to the ordinary mode of “ oulking’ 
is that the tea, being turned out in ajheap in the 
warehouses in which it is practically exposed to 
the open air, is very lable to lose} much of its 
freshness and aroma, and, {ndeed, thq whole pro- 
cess of exposure, shoveling, and refilling {s calca- 
lated to deteriorate its quality. Tne Secretary of 
the company, the warehouse Superiatendent. (Mr. 
Adams,) ana one of the engineers have, therefo 
been turning thair attention to this matter, a 
they have contrived a machine which seems to dc 
all the work very efficiently and to avoid all the 
objections. Instead of being turned out ina heag 
upon the floor and shoveled about in the open alr, 
the tea is tipped out of the chests or boxes into g 
revolving drum capable of holding, if completely 
filled, about 100 chests. Some 50 chests are poured 
into this, and then the machine is shut ap close and 
set revolving by hydtaulio motive power. Inside 
the drum is a system of fron rods so arranged as to 
toss the tea about well, a d three or four revola- 
tions are sufficient to thoroughly “ bulk” the con: 
tents. When this has been accomplished, the mix: 
ture is poured out again into the ohests that have in 
the meantime been “tared” and placed in position 
on a soaic which constitutes an adjanes to tbh 
machine. The tea, however, will not ; 
into the chests in so close and omens 
a body as before it was turned out, and —_ 
ing or something equivalent to it must st 4 
done. For this a very ingenious provision is made. 
A flat, iron “ presser’? may be brought dows epee 
the tea, fitting into the receptacle, and thrus ao 
contents down gently and eveuly. while Lacon ~ 
sides of the chest the machine brings to ton S we 
iron beaters, which, by an ingenious ae seas 
rapidly turning on and cutting off hydrau o PO _ 
are made alternately to fly out and fall —— 
sides of the chests with a succession of thamps 
that shake down the tea into a close, compact ae.

NIAGARA FALLS AS IT IS 


THE OLD HUMDUGS MARRING THE 
_ TOURISI&’ PLEASURE. 

EMPTY NOTELS AND COLD JULY WEATHER 
—NIAGARA FALLS LITERATURE-—OUT- 
WITTING THE BRIGANDS. 

Nracara Fauus, July 24—It is as cold 
here in the latter part of July this year as 
it commonly is in May. 
alvcays a wind rushing along the river course, 
and visitors are careful just now to keep out 
of it, for it is too chilly for comfort. On the 


roar piazzas of the larger hotels on the | 


American side the whistling wind is a re- 
minder of Winter days. The same complaint 
fs heard from all the Northern New- 
York Summer resorts, that the weather 
is too cold; and it 
be wondered at that business is 
dull and the hotels so empty. When I came 
here to the International Hotel, a few days ago, 
I could hardly get aseat at the breakfast ta- 
ble, the room was so crowded. But the people 
turned out to be members of German singing 
societies who came over from Buffalo to spend 
the day, and thatevening at supper another 
gentleman and myself had the big dining- 
room all to ourselyes, This is one of the most 
ancertain of all the Summer resorts, for its 
custom is almost enti ely transient, and a 


slight thing, even a much slighter thing than | 


the present cool weather, is enough to ruin its 
season financially. There is none of the 
steady family business that is looked upon as a 
bonanza in most of the Summer places. Peo- 
ple come here to spend a day, perhaps to stay 
over a single night. The faces you see in the 
Niagara Falls streets on Tuesday are different 
from those rou saw on Monday; and with 
Wednesday morning come afresh lot. Ifa 
man should come here and stay two weeks 
they would put him ina glass case and have 
bim in one cf the Indian museums for sale for 


a curiosity. 

After breakfast one morning I strolled down 
to see the falls, and found them very much as 
they were last year, and the year before, and 
the year before that, except that every season 
the visitor is kept a little further away from 
them unless be pays anadmission fee. An im- 
mense body of water rushes over the precipice 
svery minute—so it is stated on good author- 
ity, and I see no reason to doubt it. There is 
more water going over this season than usual, 
because the water in the river and in the lakes 


is higher. My early morning visit to the falls 
stirred up a variety of emotions, if they may 
be dignified by such aname. They were prin- 
tipally envy, surprise, disgust, and admira- 
tion. The falls themselves had nothing to do 
with any of these feelings, but the surround- 
ings brought them all to the front. 1 envied 
the wind and the water, because they are the 
only things that are allowed to stir abroad 
bere without paying tribute to the immense 
sharks that bask in the Niagarasun, with their 
tails in the railway station and their fins 
splashing in the river. It was asurprise that 
visitors should be allowed to seea clear stretch 
of more than 200 feet of the rapids above the 
falls without encountering either a ticket- 
office or a toll-gate. Disgust was exceedingly 
prominent over the way every visitor to the 
test waterfall in the world is taken in 

and skinned. But it is impossible to go there 
without being filled with admiration, not 
wecenenrdty for the falls, but for the “asterly 
way in which the natives have managed to 
fenceinevery bit of natural scenery, every 
point from which a view is to be had, and 
charge the visitor well for going to it. It is 
impossible not to respect these people. What 
they start to do they do well, When they set 
out to roba man they take his last cent. They 
are artists, and love their art. I have been 
mildly and delicately swindled in a great 
many Summer resorts, and in some Winter 
ones, for that matter, but I never found any- 
thing anywhere to —~ the cool rascality and 
copper-faced cheek of the miscreants who at- 
tach themselves to a visitor in the Niagara 
Falls station and dog his shadow as long as he 
is within their reach. In this hst of honor 
allow me to include not alone the hackmen, 
who, poor fellows, only follow the example of 
tbeir betters, but also the hotel proprietors, the 
tradesmen, and every man, woman, or child 
who makes a living out of the Summer visi- 
tors. They are a set of cormorants, the whole 
lot of them. I was going to say somethin 
bard about the Niagara Falls people, but 
have just been out for a walk among the curi- 
osities, and feel too good-natured to do it. 

At the rear end of the back yard of the In- 
ternational Hotel there is a gate. Over this 
gate is an arched sign, on which is painted 
‘Walk to Goat Island.” I started out to 
obey the command and ‘walk to Goat 
Island.” Just outside the gate 1 had the rare 
good fortune to meet an old friend. He 
stepped out of his carriage, came 
up to me and said good morning. 
Good morning, said L It's a fine 
day, said he, and I was not prepared to deny 
it. Would yo like to take a little drive this 
morning, said he. Notif I know myself, said 
I, and continued my walk to Goat Island. 
Down overa decayed board walk, through a 
side street, down a hill, and I came to the end 
of a bridge leading to Goat Island. There was 
a notice nailed to the side of the gate-house, 
which I sup to be the usual one forbid- 
ding fast driving. But it was not; it was 
somewhat different. It read; 
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The bridge was 200 or 800 feet above the 
falls, and the way seemed to be clear to get 
there without having to run a toll-gate, so [ 
paid a sorrowful farewell to the fifty-cent 
bridge and went toward the falls. On the 
way I met another friend, who said it

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| Considering the advantages to be derived | 
from an admittance to the living animals and | 


| the rare chance to study natural history as 
seen from the inside, this is dirt cheap. 
| Niagara Falls, you see, is productive this 
| year of original things in literature. 
There are some changes, generally for the 
better, in the appearance of the streets of 
| Niagara Falls village. Some of the old 
wooden shanties have given way to two and 
| three story brick buildings, in which there are 
| stores, offices, and banks. There is a street 
| ear line, tuo, running down to the Suspension 
| Bridge. There is no hotel on the American 
| side more than three minutes’ walk from the 
railway station, and one is only across the 
street; yet every hotel! has its omnibus at the 
| station, and charges each guest “ta quarter” 
| for the ride each way. The old canal cut 
| through the rock that was sold by auction a 
few years ago for less than a quarter 
| of what it cost to wmake it still worms 
| its lenely way through the town, eventually 
rejoining the current some little distance be- 
| low the falls. Two or three new milis have 
been built in as many years; but, substantial- 
| ly, it is the same old piace that it was 10 years 
| ago, perhaps 20, The hotels are old—far older 
| in appearance and fittings than those in any 
| other Summer resort in America, For Niaga- 
| ra was a popular place when our granddadiies 
| were running away with their best girls, But 
it has changed in character since then, if not 
in appearance. The visitors are very largely 
foreigners, Bridal couples are as scarce as 
formerly they were plenty. The hotels are 
the same old buildings, with no improvements 
and few changes. lf Andrew Jackson were to 
visit Niagara again he would no doubt stay in 
the same hotel he went to before, ask for tLe 
same old room, and might be disappointed 
if he did not find the same ebony waiter to 
take care of him. There is the Cataract 
House. I don’t know whether ee 
ever staid in it, but he might have. t is 
old, solid, and comfortable, according to my 
ideas of hotel comfort. So is the Internation- 
al. So is the Clifton House, over on the Cana- 
dian side. But I am speaking of the buildings, 
not the way the hotels are kept. My experi- 
ence with Niagara Falls hotels, which covers 
a space of a good many years, is that there is 
no hotel on either side of the river ({ mean 
among the large ones) where a guest need ex- 
| pect to be treated with anything like civility. 
They gauge you for what you are worth and 
" work” you accordinely. The best of 
them are first class hotels in their charges 
and third class in their accommodations, 
But perbaps I am too hard on them. 1 could 
write alotof puffs about the Niagara hotels, 
speak of the gentlemanly and efficient clerks 
the polite landlords, the ‘‘sumptuous” an 
palatial apartments, the excellent attendance, 
the unapproachable table, and the general 
comfort of the place, but it would be an awful 
lot of lies. The solid truth is, there is no com- 
fort there, The big hotels are barns, with no- 
body in them, and there are 4,000 or 5,000 peo- 
ple in “the Falls” all vying with each other 
to see who can skin visitors out of the most 
money in the shortest time. I was a stranger 
and they took me in, just as they did last year 
and the year before, and just as they bead 
every time Divine Providence has wreaked His 
wrath upon me by making me go there. 

There is one pleasant thing about Niagara 
—and I am glad to find one saving clause. 
It is the shop girls. There are 2,000 or 3,000 
shops where curiosities and moccasins are 
offered for sale, and each shop keeps from 
one to five girls, ‘‘The ladies’ are pretty, a 
good many of them, and nearly all are affable 
and talkative and remarkably affectionate in 
their manners, No man likes a stiff and back- 
ward girl, and when you go into a store and a 
pretty ‘‘saleslady” calls you my dear, and 
changes it to my darling before — leave, the 
effect is as pleasant as it is startling. 

Where the guests are changing so constantly 
itis hardly worth while to give the names of 
people at any of the hotels, for they will be 
away long before the lists are printed. I 
doubt whether there are a dozen familics here 
to spend the Summer. Niagara isn’t used for 
that purpose any more. Among the guests 
registered at the International Hotel are O. 
Schubert, Miss Kohn, of New-Orleans; C. 
Yonterf, Chicago; R. Wimacht, New-York; 
C. Gocke, Philadelphia; i. P. Ermentraut 
and wife, Honduras; M. Segelkin, Jersey 
City; A. Eckeberg, C. Jiedel, J. Lauer, 
Miss Schort, Mrs. Frobner, T. Lauer, J. F. 
Pfifer, Miss A. Schuff, Mr, Schusler and wife, 
and C. Hauck, New-York. At the Spencer 
House are G. C. Bogus, A. D. Jones, J. J. 
Daly, L. H. Whittcock, E. L. Cooper, J. Flem- 
ing and wife, W. R. Newhall and J. O. Sal- 
mon, all of New-York. Among the New- 
Yorkers at the Niagara House are L, F. Pet- 
tel, P. E. Cannaughton, B. Woodhull and fam- 
ily, and M, Rusehaught. The many points of 
interest to be visited here, how to go to them, 
and what they cost, will make fruitful sub- 
jects for another truthful account of Niagara 
Falls as it is,

HE GIVES HIS REASONS FOR RELEASING 
TWO CONVICTS, 

ALBANY, July 24.—The Governor has issued 


the following pardon: 


William ©. Jamison, sentenced Feb. 8, 1883, in Kings 
County to the Kings County Penitentiary for six 
months for attempted larceny. Pardoned July 23. 

This convict was intrusted with a race-borse to enter 
in races for the benefit of the owner, He took the 

| horse to South Carouina, as it is alleged, without the 
consent of such owner and there aisposed of an in- 
| terest in the same. The prisoner was convicted of 
grand larceny, but the conviction was set aside by the 
|; court. Afterward he pieaded ay of an attempt to 
commit grand larceny, upon the assurance, as | am 
now informed, that he shoula be quickiy released if 
the porns ary loss suffered by his act should be made 
ood. It was represented that this had been done. 
| The Judge who tried and the District Attorney who 
| prosecuted the prisoner joined in deciaring tnat in 
their opinion the exercise of clemency in this case 
would be proper, and the report from the peniten- 
tlary was that the health of the convict 146 not goed 
and that he has behaved well during bis imprison- 
ment. There has also been presented to me evidence 
that nis character was good prior to his conviction. 
The term for which he was sentenced would expire on 
the 7th day of August, 1883. in view of all the facts 
1 determined to remit by pardon the remaining 15 
| days ot his sentence, GROVER CLEVELAND.

Francis Lobardo, sentenced Nov. 10, 1882, in New- 
York County, fora criminal assault to harm to four 
years and six months imprisunment in ding Sing 
*‘rison. Uranted July 24, 1883, 

This convict was indicted and tried jointly with 
one daraticid, and both were convicted of an assault 
with an intent to do bodily harm. Upon this convic- 
tion Lobardo was sentenved on the 16th day of 
November, 1532, to be imprisoned in the State prison 
| at Sing ding for the term of four years and six 
months. 1 have teen furnished all the minutes of 
the trial, which | have carefuily read. lhe assault 
made wae & violent and dangerous one. Ali the 
testimony in any way connecting Lobardo with the 
offense 1s found in the evidence of the compiainant, 
who says that he struck him witha stick, and that 
Sursfield inflicted a number of wounds upon iim 
withaknife. Contiderabie testimony was produced 
| upon the trial, besides the evidence of both the 
prisoners, which tended strongly to establish the 
theory that the prosecution was mistaken, and that 
| Lobardo was not present when the assault was made, 
I wae furnished with affidaviis of parties who were 
not sworn upon the trial, which, with the evidence 
above referred to, so impressé¢d me with the belief 
that a mistake had been made, that | deemed it my 
duty to pardon the convict.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


THE HILL COMMITIEE NOT GOING 
70 CHICAGO. 

THE NECESSARY FUNDS NOT AVATLABLE— 
MR. STINEMETZ CALLS A WITNESS A 
LIAR, 

WasHINGTON, July 24.—When the Hill In- 
vestigating Committee met this morning the Chair- 
man asked if Mr. Coleman wished to see Mr. Bliss, 


If so, he would send for the gentlemar, whe was 
in the Seeretary’s office, Mr. Coleman answered 


in the affirmative and a messenger was sent. for | 


him. Meanwhile Mr. Totten discussed with Mr. 
Coleman the contents of the paper filed yesterday 


in Chicago. Mr. Coleman said that the witness 
King would testify that he had been discharged 
because he would not do what Newton did, Mr. 
Hill said he did not believe that Mr. King had been 
employed upon the heating apparatus, 

Mr. Bliss appeared at this stage and retired with 
Mr. Coleman for consultation. They returned ina 
few minutes, and Mr. Coleman asked that Mr. 
Biiss be examined by the committee. Mr. Bliss 
was accordingly sworn. He said that he was 
United States District Attorney for the Eastern 
District of Missouri. He had read the Interview 
published in the St. Louis /ost-Dispatch on June 
23. Mr. Coleman asked if he knew of any witness 
who would appear before the committee either in 


St. Louis or Washington in connection with the 
facts mentioned in his interview. 

Mr. Blisa—I shaii decline to answer, and would 
like to give my reasov. I understand that this 
committee is investigating specific charges, of 
whieh I know nothing whatever and in connection 
with which lean give no competent or relevant 
testimony. 

Mr. Coleman asked if Mr. Bliss was correctly re- 
ported in the interview published in the /oat-/is- 
patch. The witness declined to answer. He did 
not concede the right of the counsel or committee 
to inquire about wnat pa-sed in a newspaper in- 
terview. 

Q.—Are the facts herein set out true, according 
to your knowledse?’ A.—I decline to answer, be- 
cause, if true, they are not relevant to the pend- 
ing issues. 

Mr. Alexander, referring to the newspaper arti- 
cle, inquired if it was true that Mr. Isaacs (a for- 
mer Superintendent of the St. Louis building) had 
asked if he would make himself aparty to the 
fraud if there was one, if be gaye his approval to 
the vouchers for stone work. The witness an- 
swered in the affirmative. 

Assistant Secretary French then took the stand, 
and testified that the committee (of which he was 
a member) appointed by Secretary Sherman to 
consider the proposition to modify the 15 per cent. 
stone contracts, had reported in favorof trans- 
forming those contracts. They thought that such 
modification would be for the interest of the Gov- 
ernment, and that it could be best effected through 
an arrangement with the contractors. The opin- 
jon of the Attorney-General to the contrary not- 
withstanding, the committee believed that the 
Goverment could be held to the terms of the 
original contracts, and it was thought best to make 
an amicable arrangement with the contractors by 
allowing them a fair compens»tion. There were 
other reasous why a controversy should be avoided, 
such as the delay consequent upona breach of 
contract, and the amount of dressed and finished 
stone iu the hands of the contractors. Of course. 
witness knew nothing of the amount that should 
properly be paid for stone-work, but Mr. Hill and 
Col. Casey fixed the prices in the new contracts at 
rates that they regarded «as advantageous to the 
Government, although not as good as might have 
been had after competition. 

Mr. Thompson, of the Architeot's office, testified 
that 69,196 cubio feet of granite had been cut by 
Mr. Dixon for the Philadelphia building under the 
day labor contract ata cost of $12 per foot. Un- 
der the modified contract 95,267 feet had been fur- 
nished ata costof $8 8244 per foot. Witness had 
examined the estimates of the cost of cutting stone 
made by Mr. Stinemetz and thoucht his prices for 
face work were entirely too low. He reviewed 
Mr. Stinemetz’s estimates in detail and alleged 
that they were erroneous in many particulars. 

At this juncture Secretary Folger came into the 
room and stated that after a consultation with the 
First Controller he found that only $76 43 (an un- 
expended balance of the fund apprupriated to com- 
plete the Chicago building) was available to pay 
the expenses of the committee if they went to Chi- 
cago. The appropriation for contingent expenses 
was so specifically worded that it cou!d not be 
availed of. Whenthese facts were made known to 
him he had telegraphed the Colleetor at Chicago to 
send on the witnesses in Government employ and 
to ascertain if the other persons called for would 
come on if their expenses were paid. 

Mr. Thompson resumed his testimony, He had 
heard Mr. Stinemetz make threats against the Su- 
pervis-ing Archetict’s office. In his hearing, ina 
restaurant, Mr. Stinemetz had said that it was now 
his time, and he was going for the Supervising Ar- 
chitect, the chief clerk, and the Chief Controller.

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FOREIGN STEAM-SHIP INSPECTION. 

SECRETARY FOLGER’S REPLY TO THE COM- 
PLAINTS OF THE ENGLISH COMPANTES, 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury has addressed a letter to the Secre- 
tary of State in reply to a communication from the 
British Minister at Washington, stating complaints 
by owners of British steam-ships carrying emi- 
grant passengers between the United Kingdom 


and this country of the inconvenience of certain | 


regulations for the inspection and survey of such 
vessels. Two classes of complaints were made— 
First, of the regulations for berthing accommoda- 


tions, sanitary arrangements, and food for emi- 
grant passengers, under the act “ To regulate the 
carriage of passengers by sea,’’ approved Aug. 2, 
1882; and, second, of hardships to British ships 
under the inspection laws of tho United States, 
andin the act of Aug. 7, 1882. Secretary Folger 
Bays: 

“The special cause of complaint under the last fs, 
that while American steam-ships have been exempted 
from survey and the American certificate of inspec 
tion accepted by the British Board of Trade as evi- 
dence of their one ae. 0 distinction conferred upon 
the board by section 1¥of the merchant shipping act 
of 1876,)the American surveyors (special Inspectors 
of foreign steam vessels) do not give the same effect 
to the certificate of the Board of Trade, The British 
mercbant tans act of 1876 confers upon the brit- 
ish Board of ‘rade discretionary power to exempt 
from survey vessels of other nations, upon satisfac 
tory proof, verified by the British Consul, that such 
vessels have been surveyed underthe the taws of their 
owncountry.

A VERY STUBBORN FIRE.

FLAMES BREAKING OUT THREE TIMES ON 
THE STEAMER NIAGARA. 

The steam-ship Niagara, of Ward’s Line, 
which caught fire during her recent trip to Hava- 
na and was scuttled off Indian Key, near Alligator 
Reef, on July 12, reached this port yesterday, The 
vessel was detained at Quarantine, where she will 
be obliged to discharge her cargo. Capt. Baker 
came up to the City yesterday, and was seen at 
the offices of James E. Ward & Co. He stated 
that the fire was discovered at 4 A. M. on July 12. 
Several persons had observed smoke coming from 


the forehbold, and the hatches were opened. Clonds 
of smoke poured up from the cargo. The chief 
officer and boatswain both had ropes placed 
around their waists and went down into the 
hold to make an examiuation, but they soon 
came back in an almost exhausted condition. 
The engines were stopped and the vessel was put 
before the wind. The hore was then manned and 
all the steam of the ship was brought to bear on 
the fire-pumps. The passengers—17 men and 38 
women—behaved with great coolness and mani- 
fested little or no excitement. Allof the hatches 
were ciosed in order to prevent the fire from ob- 
talning any further headway. ‘The passengers 
and mails were transferred to the British 
-steam-ship Commander, which had observed 
the fire and was lying by the Niagara. 
It was extremely hot on deck, and 22 carboys of 
vitriol which had been secured there were thrown 
overboara, as these were liable to explode if the 
heat should become too intense. The Niagara was 
| turned toward the coast, and after Alligator Reef 
had been passed a smooth bottom was found ina 
bay a mile and a half from Indian Key. The water 
was 17 feet deep there. The valves of the Niagara 
were opened, and all of the pumps were turned 
on tothe hold, which caused the vessel to sink 
until there were four feet of water above the 
cargo. During the remainder of the night 
the ship remained in this condition. At? A. M. 
on July 13, the hatches were opened, and nothing 
but steam came up. Chief Engineer Fowler then 
decended under water and closed the valves. The 
donkey engine was manned, and the work of 
pemping the vessel out was begun. ‘lugs came to 
er assistance, and after the ship had risen grad- 
ually for three hours, fire again broke out among 
the cargo. This firs was supposed to have been 
aiused by some chemicals. The fire pumps were 
cgain manned, and the second fire was ex- 
‘tinguished. The ship was then pumped dry, and 
she passed over the reef on her way to Havana 
about noon. 

At 5:30 A, M., on July 15, Havana was reached 
and the Niagara was moored. When the hatches 
were opened the fire broke out again, and it was 
again subdued by turning on the hose. The Amer- 
ican Consul at Havana appointed a board of ex- 
aminers to hold a survey on the Niagara's 
cargo. They found that some lard and _ ba- 
con was uninjured, but they advised that the 
rest of the cargo should be discharged into 
lighters and taken to sea as soon as possible. After 
48 hours of conetant work this was done, and the 
stuff wastaken out tosea and dumped, The ex- 
aminers found that the Niagara herself had been 
uninjured. She left Havana on July 19. Capt. 
Baber sald that the loss by the fire was considera- 
bie, but that he did not careto estimate it. Among 
the passengers who arrived yesterday on the Niag- 
ara were Juan Pedro,a wealthy Cuban planter, 
aud Juan M. Cevalios, a merchant of this City.

ZENDORF’S vigorous efforts to infuse new 
life into the regular Republican organiza- 
tion, which have already begun in his ring- 
ing letter accepting the Chairmanship of the 
Republican State Central Committee. Ev- 
erything considered, there is a fair prospect 
of a lively and interesting contest in the 
Old Dominion. 


The sixth week of the New-Hampshire 
Senatorial contest finds Secretary CHANDLER 
blocking the way. He cannot be elected 
and he will not withdraw. His opponents 
are at last making efforts to agree upon 
some one candidate in the hope of drawing 
sufficient strength from the legatee of Rot- 
tins to elect their man, but thus far 
their efforts are unsuccessful. CHANDLER 
seems to be determined that no one 
shall be elected without making pledges of 
subserviency to his wishes. Such a condi- 
tion is opposed to the very purpose of those 
who are resisting the Chandler-Rollins ma- 
chine, and unless the Secretary yields or 
some of his supporters desert him, there is 
little prospect for the election of a Senator 
wt Concord. 


A statement of the Customs receipts at 
this port for the fiscal year Just ended shows 
that the amount collected here was 68 per 
cent. of the entire amount yielded by duties 
on foreign goods. The figures indicate the 
course of our import trade in the last 
twelve months. In the fi.st six months of 
the year the amount collected exceeded 
by more than $3,000,000 the amount col- 
lected in the corresponding months of 
the preceding year, but after Jan. 1 
the receipts fell off from month to 
month, until in the one month of May the 
comparative loss was nearly $4,000,000. In 
June, however, owing mainly to a reduction 
of charges upon certain classes of goods

Orders were served yesterday on the 
proprietors of the stench factories of New- 
town Creek to abate their colossal nuisance, 
and if they neglect to do so within the time 
specified it is said that the penalties of the 
law will be inexorably enforced. The ac- 
tion taken by the State Board of Health 
and the Governor has been for once 
discreetly directed, and if it is fol- 
lowed up with vigor, the pestilential 
exhalations of Hunter’s Point and Newtown 
will be suppressed. If this cannot be done 
without driving the malodorous industries 
to a distance from human habitations, then 
these industries should be made to ‘‘go.”’ 
They are no doubt profitable and useful in 
their way, but they cannot be permitted to 
breed discomfort, disease, and death in 
thickly peopled neighborhoods. These nui- 
sances extend within the jurisdiction of the 
health authorities of the city of Brooklyn, 
who have been strangely indifferent to the 
complaints of the people. This isa favorable 
time for them to co-operate with the State 
authorities and make a clean sweep of the 
life-destroying district. 


If the Joint Executive Committee of the 
trunk line railroads succeeds in abolishing 
commissions on passenger tickets to the 
West, the public ought to share in the 
benefit. If the profits of the ‘‘scalpers’’ 
are taken away, it ought to be possible to 
sell tickets at the regular offices somewhat 
lower than heretofore. The committee 
doesn’t seem to think of that. 


The proceedings before the Hill investi- 
gating committee were made interesting yes. 
terday by the discovery that only $76 43 
could be lawfully taken out of the depart- 
ment’s funds to pay the expenses of a trip 
to Chicago; by the conduct of one of the 
prosecuting witnesses, Mr. STINEMETZ, who 
declared that a witness testifying for the 
defense was a liar, and by the position taken 
by United States District Attorney Butss, of 
St. Louis, who had come all the way from 
Missouri to say that he would not answer 
the questions put to him, and ‘to assume the 
authority of a Judge by deciding that the 
facts within his knowledge, whatever they 
might be, were not relevant to the pending 
issue. Mr. Murcn’s attorney refused to 
make any statement’as to his future course, 
but there are irdications that the end of the 
hearing must soon be reached. 


Capt. Payne, who seems to have perma- 
nently engaged in business as a Territory 
opener, has begun a suit against Gen. Popg, 
commanding the Department of Missouri, 
to restrain him from hindering the settle- 
ment of the Indian Territory. The Terri- 
tory is protected by the laws of the United 
States from invasion by unauthorized per- 
sons. Capt. Payne and his so-called set- 
tlers are unauthorized persons who pro- 
pose to go in and seize the lands belong- 
ing to the Indians. Gen. Pore is directed 
to enforce the laws of the United States, 
so far as they relate to the defense of 
the Territory. The amusing and industri- 
ous Payne thinks to tie up Gen. Pore with 
an injunction long enough to give his col- 
onists a chance to squat on the lands ceded’ 
by act of Congress to the Indian nations. If 
the Captain were applying for an injunction 
to prevent the police from interfering with 
book-making at Jerome Park, he might hope 
for success. But with his case before United 
States District Judge McCrary, formerly 
Secretary of War, his chances cannot be 
reckoned as first rate.

WILL THEY SEITLE? 


There are indications that the contest be- 
tween the telegraph companies and their 
employes is approaching anend. Yester- 
day the manager of the Western circuit of 
the Western Union Company accepted a po- 
sition in the offices of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Company, and there were rumors of intended 
negotiations on the part of that and another 
company with the operators. At the meet- 
ing of the members of the Telegraphers’ 
Brotherhood in this City yesterday a com- 
munication was received from the chief of 
the Executive Committee instructing mem- 
bers working for the Southern Telegraph 
Company and the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany to handle business on the lines of the 
former company if it did not come from the 
companies which have refused so far to have 
anything to do with the brotherhood. Mean- 
while, a movement of some force on the 
Produce Exchange is begun to bring the in- 
fluence of that organization to bear in favor 
of a settlement. Up to the present time the 
brotherhood has prevented any strike among 
the telegraphers of the railway companies, 
but it is becoming very difficult to continue 
this restraint, and the consequences of sucha 
strike would be very serious. The telegraph 
companies, which have refused to recognize 
the brotherhood because it would injuriously 
affect the railroad interests of the principal 
stockholders, may find that they cannot es- 
cape trouble by such a course. 

If the companies other than the Western 
Union should come to terms with their op- 
erators, not only would the latter company 
lose the very large amount of business 
which is now being withheld from it, but it 
would be transferred to other companies, 
which, moreover, could very rapidly extend 
their lines to cover the territory now prac- 
tically monopolized by Mr. GouLp’s com- 
pany. Such a movement would compel Mr. 
GOULD to adjust his difficulties or see his 
pet enterprise go down rapidly and hope- 
lessly. Whether there will be sucha move- 
ment or not, it is plain that the opera- 
tors appeared last night to be more 
confident than ever. The storm which 
has prevailed eo widely in the West, 
and which has been very violent in some 
sections, will make the want of experienced 

and skillful linemen felt for the first time 
since the strike began. The pressure on the 
companies up to yesterday was confined to 
that exerted by the absence of capable oper- 
ators. When the new difficulty is realized, 
the necessity of some adjustment will be- 


come much more imperative. Under these 
circumstances we can only repeat the ex- 
pression of the conviction, which we know 
to be that of the great body of the business 
community, that the companies ought im- 
mediately to enter on negotiations of a prac- 
tical character to relieve the public of the 
vast and unnecessary loss which it is now 
suffering. 


GIVE US THH FACTS FIRST. 

The Mayor acted properly enough in 
signing the resolutions accompanying the 
Aldermanic committee’s report on the Car- 
roll frauds. The Controller should be re- 
quired to give a bond for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties, and will probably have 
no difficulty in furnishing it. The system of 
accounting in the Finance Department has 
long been insufficient, and the directions of 
the charter in that regard should certainly 
be strictly observed, and if there is any 
“legal l:ability of one or more municipal 
magistrates’’ which can be enforced, pro- 
ceedings to that end should be instituted. 
All this is well enough in its time and place, 
but first of all we want a clear and definite 
statement of all the facts in regard to the 
defalcations in the Controller’s office. 

Unfortunately, the investigation proposed 
by the Grand Jury is to be postponed. The 
banks which were asked to furnish experi- 
enced accountants to make a thorough ex- 
amination had not sufficient public spirit to 
be willing to lend their aid ata slight incon- 
venience to themselves, and the jury de- 
cided yesterday that they had not sufficient 
time to perform the task allotted to them 
and must leave it to their successors. 
In the meantime the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts are proceeding with their supple- 
mentary investigation, and promise a full 
report in about ten days. It is greatly to be 
feared that their report will not command 
sufficient confidence to be accepted as 
the final word regarding the facts of 
the case. Their own negligence is 
involved in the thing investigated. 
They have a share in the responsi- 
bility for the failure to discover the frauds 
before they were revealed by the ‘‘ sorcery 
of accident.’”” Moreover, they are not free 
from the suspicion of political motives sim- 
ilar to those which directed the investiga- 
tion by the committee of the Board of Alder- 
men. What is wanted is an inquiry abso- 
lutely free from political bias, which shall 
bring out all the facts-and place them ina 
clear light, regardless of their effect upon 
officials or factions. When the facts are 
fully known, and then only, can proceedings 
based upon them be properly taken by the 
Corporation Counsel, the Mayor, or any- 
body else. 

The main purpose of those who direct the 
action of the Board of Aldermen, who have 
a powerful influence with the Corporation 
Counsel and the Commissioners of Accounts, 
and who wish at least to control the Mayor, 
is sufficiently clear. They desire to fill a 
vacancy in the Controller’s office and by 
consequence in the Aqueduct Commission. 
They care much more about this than about 
a clear exposition of the facts in regard to 
the coupon frauds or a rectification of 
methods in the Controller’s office. Mr. 
CAMPBELL’s responsibility for these methods 
consists only in a continuance of them as 
they were handed down from his predeces- 
sors. If he has been negligent or inefficient 
nobody should desire to shield him, however 
honest and well-meaning he may have been. 
On the other hand, he should not be made 
the victim of the plots of his enemies. 

Rumors are industriously circulated of 
Mr. CAMPBELL’s intention to resign and of 
the Mayor’s intention to proceed for his re- 
moval if he does not resign. It would serve 
the purpose of those who desire this result 
to have action taken without a full knowl- 
edge of the facts, for then there would be 
room for assumptions and inferences which 
may not be justified. But we should 
have the facts first, fully, clearly, and 
conclusively stated. Such a statement 
of them is not to be expected from any of 
those whose main object is to secure the 
Controller’s office as part of a political 
machine. It should come from a disinter- 
ested source. Whether or not the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts succeed in tracing the 
frauds back seven years or ten years or in add- 
ing to the total amount has nothing todo with 
the main question of responsibility. Until 
a complete basis for final judgment can be 
furnished no action should be instituted to 
be carried on half in the dark and to be 
used for the promotion of political schemes. 





THE LIML1S OF COMPETITION. 


The gas war in Brooklyn is now seen to 
have been a conflict. undertaken for the 
purpose of letting some enterprising persons 
in on what in Wall-street is known as the 
‘‘ground floor’ of the Brooklyn Gas Com- 
pany and of admitting them to share in the 
exaggerated profits of that corporation. The 
business of organizing a corporation and 
furnishing it witha costly plant, without 
any intention of making it answer a public 
need, but only of forcing an existing corpo- 
ration to buy it out, is entirely modern. If 
Jay GovuLp be not absolutely the inventor of 
the device, he has made more extensive use 
of it to plunder the public than anybody 
ever did before. For it is to be noted that, 
after every successful operation of this kind, 
the public is required to pay interest and 
profits not merely on the money actually in- 
vested in supplying a public want but also 
on the money sunk ina plant which is of 
no value after it has performed its function 
as a weapon of war. 

Many people have a vague and hazy no- 
tion that the price of all commodities is 
fixed by competition, as that of most com- 
modities unquestionably is. But there are 
some commodities of which the price not 
only is not but can not be fixed in this way. 
The principle of competition, as formulated 
by Apam SmiTG, is that the profits in any 
business cannot permanently remain above 
the general rate of profits for the reason that 
the influx of new capital into the exception- 
ally profitable business will presently reduce 
it to the normal condition. We have hada 
conspicuous example of this in the Besse- 
mer steel business, in which an exceptional 
rate of profits, occurring at a time when 
there was an unusually large surplus of 
money seeking investment, attracted so 
many competitors that profits fell below the 
normal rate, and most of the investors lost 
their money. But this does not apply to all 
business. If political economy said that it 
did. then nolitical economy, to apply to it 
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the blasphemous language used by Bumble 
about the law, would be an ass. The only 
way in which local freight rates on rail- 
roads, for one example, or the price of gas, 
for another, could be reduced by competition, 
would be by two competing railroads or gas 
companies to do the work of one. And this 
is obviously a wasteful way of doing the 
business, It requires the consumers to pay 
fixed charges on two plants and the running 
expenses of two corporations where one 
would suffice. Two gas mains in one street, 
two railroads between two villages, are 
uncouth and ineffectual forms of pro- 
test against an extortionate gas com- 
pany or an extortionate railroad company. 
And they are never permanently successful 
protests, for the reason that one corporation 
is obviously so much more economical than 
two. When the rivalry is direct, the greater 
absorbs the less, as the Brooklyn Gas Com- 
pany has just done with its younger com- 
petitor. When the weaker still has a sub- 
ordinate function, it is, under one manage- 
ment, reduced to that, as Commodore Van- 
DERBILT at once reduced the Harlem Road 
from its position as a rival to the Hudson 
River, when he gained control of both, and 
confined it to doing the local business along 
its route in the cheapest and simplest way. 


This process would be aclear public ad- 
vantage ifthe public had any guarantee that 
it would get any share of the saving thus 
secured in conducting the business, Through 
freights on railroads, in spite of ‘‘pools’’ 
and the like devices for mitigating the 
effects of competition upon the weaker com- 
petitors, are doubtless in the long run fixed 
by competition, as is evidenced by the steady 
decline of rates for the past fifteen 
years in spite of the efforts of the 
railroads to keep them up. But it is 
impossible to discern, in those branches 
of business which can be most econom- 
ically conducted without competition, any 
automatic substitute for that guarantee of a 
reasonable relation between cost and price 
of service which competition furnishes in 
other business. The railroad men them- 


‘selves profess to have no other principle in 


fixing rates between ‘‘ non-competing points”’ 
than ‘‘ what the traffic will bear,’’ which 
is simply no principle at all. And the 
business of furnishing gas is in this 
respect precisely analogous to the busi- 
ness of carrying freight and passengers 
between ‘‘non-competing points.’”” Both 
are by the nature of the case monopolies. 
And as nobody ever knew a monopoly to 
regulate itself in the public interest, the pub- 
lic must, in the cases of all monopolies 
which it creates by charter, assume the duty 
of regulation in its own interest. The State 
has to some extent recognized this duty with 
regard to railroads by limiting passenger 
fares; and there are agitators enough, who do 
not as a rule command the public confidence 
either in their unselfishness or their wisdom, 
insisting that it shall extend this regulation to 
freight rates. The Railroad Commission in 
this State is a partial concession to this de- 
mand. But the need of this regulation is at 
least as urgent in the business of supplying 
gas as in the business of carrying freight. 
When a company of adventurers can afford 
to lay and throw away miles of mains in 
order to force a gas company to admit them 
to a share In its abnormal profits, and when 
the shares of another company, after re- 
peated dilutions, stand at 240, it is high time 
that there should be devised and put in prac- 
tice some substitute for the effect of compe- 
tition, which has here so completely broken 
down. 


THE LOUISVILLE EXPOSITION. 


President ArrHuR arrived in this City 
yesterday en route to Louisville to open the 
great Southern Exposition on the 1st of 
August. He will be attended, or met, by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary 
of War, and the Postmaster-General, and 
by Gen. Suerman. The occasion is one 
which warrants this recognition of its im- 
portance by the high officials of the na- 
tional Government. The exposition is in- 
tended to afford a practical opportunity to 
visitors from all parts of the Union to ex- 
amine the resources, the present develop- 
ment, and the capabilities of the Southern 
States. It has been very carefully planned, 
and in a manner which reflects credit upon 
the energy and foresight of the gentlemen 
who have had it in charge. The grounds 
are large, the buildings are not only exten- 
sive but conveniently arranged, and the 
scheme of exhibits appears to be very well 
adapted to accomplish its purpose. 


While every facility has been given and 
every inducement held out to individual ex- 
hibitors, there has also been much attention 
paid to exhibits which will, with the infor- 
mation that will be supplied, enable intelli- 
gent observers to get adequate general ideas 
of the commercial and industrial advantages 
of the various sections of the South. WNat- 
urally, the most space will be  occu- 
pied and the most interest will be 
awakened by the agricultural exhibits. 
The South is still more agricultural 
than anything else, but her agriculture has 
undergone striking changes within the last 
dozen years. Smaller farms have been 
carved out of the great plantations. Variety 
in crops has been introduced. Improved 
methods of cultivation have been adopted. 
From the ‘‘garden truck’ of the bor- 
der and sea-board States to the tropi- 
cal fruits of Florida, new and _high- 
ly profitable crops have been steadily 
gaining ground, and it is literally true that 
the surface has hardly yet been scratched. 
The “ staple products” of the South may 
still be ‘‘ cotton, tobacco, sugar, and rice,”’ as 
our geographies used to teach us, but along 
with these there are now an almost bewil- 
dering variety of products which, modest as 
as euch one still is, in their total add largely 
to the wealth of the country and open up an 
almost indefinite prospect of progress. 

In manufacturing the South is in its in- 
fancy, but it is a lusty infancy. The ad- 
vance that has been made in the establish- 
ment of cotton mills has been very remark- 
able, but it is only a beginning; the devel- 
opment will increase not only rapidly but 
steadily. Water power in many regions is 
abundant and accessible, Fuel exists not 
only in the comparatively uninvaded for- 
ests but in the vast coal deposits. Mir- 
eral ores have been known for years, 
but they have scarcely been touched. 
What has already been done with 
them shows that the movement of enterprise 
must necessarily be yery distinctly and

strongly southward during the next decade. 
These general facts have long forced them- 
selves upon the attention of the business 
men of the North, and no small amount of 
capital has already been invested in the 
South. But the Southern Exposition is in- 
tended to give an opportunity for precise in. 
quiry that will, it is believed as well as 
hoped, be fruitful of advantage to both gec- 


tions. 
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AMERICAN FICTION IN TEXAB. 


The absence of Col. Tom OcHILTREE 
from Texas has inspired some other Texan 
with a determination to extend what is al- 
ready no doubt an enviable reputation as a 
local liar into a monumental rivalry with 
the fame of that statesman’s athletic imag- 
ination. Some weeks since he procured a 
credulous press to circulate his story of a 
meteor which converted the sweet and cheer- 
ful surface of an extensive ranch into a 
study of lunar geology, or, more cor- 
rectly, of selenology. It was not a 
bad story, showing that easy and 
apparently casual mastery of detail 
which is the mark of the successful artist 
in mendacity from Drror’s time down. 
But it was vitiated by the trite and hack- 
neyed character of the theme. After an ap- 
prenticeship in snake stories, the success of 
which is measured by the promptness with 
which they are copied into our esteemed con- 
temporary the Sun, nine American liars 
out of ten, since the sea-serpent went 
out of vogue, have been trying their 
hands on meteors, until even the mos 
scientifically constructed meteor, producing 
the greatest devastation in its earthward 
rush, has become unfit for publication in 
less hospitable columns than those of the 
Tribune, whose readers, it is sate to as- 
sume, or at any rate it is assumed, will 
believe anything. Our Texas friend, how- 
ever, was not discouraged. With the 
fortitude of the lamented ‘“‘ Dizzy” 
when the House of Commons howled 
him down, he mentally exclaimed: ‘‘ The 
time will come when you shall hear 
me,”’ and devoted himself to research and si- 
lent meditation. We have now the fruit of 
this period of seclusion in a five-act lie which it 
would be disrespectful alike to genius and 
to fact to print in the news columns of THE 
Times, for which its modest author and the 
collusive ‘‘ham’’ who is sending Associated 
Press dispatches from Galveston intend- 
ed it. It relates how ‘‘a_ carriage 
containing the skeletons of three adults 
and two children sitting bolt upright as 
if in life’ has been found, and we may 
add, well found, in Llano County, Texas. 
‘“‘The tree was shattered by lightning, 
and it is supposed the carriage sought shel- 
ter under the tree and was struck, the bolt 
killing the inmates and the horses.’’ The 
skeletons of the horses are not mentioned, 
but this is undoubtedly an omission due to 
the present exigencies of the telegraphic 
service. It is mentioned, however, that 
‘‘the weather-beaten appearance of the 
carriage and its trimmings indicates that 
the event happened a yearor two ago.”’ And 
then comes one of those touches upon which 
the artist in hoaxes reiies to preserve veri- 
similitude. ‘‘ In a small trunk was found a 
letter addressed to ‘James G. Chamber- 
lain, London, Eng.’’’ This is as reas- 
suring to the incredulous as Mark Twain’s 
story of the Bermuda cat, ‘‘whose name 
was Yelverton—Hector G. Yelverton.” 

The advent of this Texan to the field of 
American imaginative literature marks an 
epoch. It indicates that our fiction has es- 
caped from the trammels of the effete How- 
ELLs and the Europeanized James, and has 
become racy of the soil and reflective of the 
manners of the wild free West. We would 
gladly do anything to encourage this gifted 
Texan, except to believe his story. But an 
occasional disbeliever need not trouble him. 
He has already received in its fullest meas- 
ure the tribute to his artistic success which 
is most grateful to an able and conscien- 
tious liar, for our esteemed evening contem- 
poraries print his narrative with every token 
of respect and credulity. 





A GUBERNATORIAL JUNKET. 


Gov. CLEVELAND has gone on a junket. 
He is, or was, juaketing at Newport. Now, 
as Newport is in Rhode Island, where the 
Governor of New-York has no jurisdiction, 
he is practically in a foreign territory. To 
junket, as we all know, is one of the highest 
of political crimes. But what shall be said 
of a Governor who unblushingly junkets in 
a foreign country? To be sure, the Legis- 
lature is not in session, but the executive 
offices are in Albany, and the heads of the 
departments (or such as are not junket- 
ing) are also there. The place of 
the chief magistrate, as we are always 
told at this season of the year, is at the 
seat of Government. A high official who 
leaves the capital during the hot and dull 
season is guilty of the high crime and mis- 
demeanor of junketing. Moreover, the 
Governor during a portion of the time has 
been out of the reach of telegraphic commu- 
nication. It is no palliation of his offense 
to say that there is no telegraphic communi- 
cation, in point of fact. The theory of our 
form of government assumes that the 
Governor of the State must be within reach 
by telegraph, so that, in case of invasion, 
rebellion, riot, or privy treason and con- 
spiracy, he may issue his orders to the State 
militia, of which he is Commander-in-Chief. 

It is not known whether Gov. CLEVE- 
LAND is junketing at pablic expense. Pre- 
sumably he 1s indulging in this nefarious 
official practice at the expense of other peo- 
ple. What right has the chief magistrate 
to accept ‘‘ social bribes,’’ as they are called, 
from the hands of private citizens, who, in 
case of arailroad riot or a working men’s 
strike, would expect to be repaid by official 
favors? Then, again, the Governor went 
away slyly, leaving the State bereft of its 
chief magistrate without once telling the re- 
porters where he was going, or even that he 
was going anywhere. To keep up the illu- 
sion that he has never left the seat of Gov- 
ernment somebody has issued two pardons; 
one of them, in favor of a horse-thief, is 
dated July 23, 1888; and the other, in favor 
of a criminal assailant, is dated July 24. 
How can the Governor, junketing in New- 
port, issue pardons in Albany? Does the 
junketing Governor propose to try Gen. 
BuTLer’s little game on us, and transact 
executive business by deputy? But this is 
a minor matter, An aroused and frequently 
agitated public virtue will condemn a chief 
magistrate who leayes the seat of Govern-

ment, even when he has nothing to do, for 
the sake of idling by the sea-side, leaving 
five millions of people without a ruler. Gov.

A CHINESE PUZZLE. 


The attention of Mr. Dems Krarney is 
hereby directed to the case of a Chinaman 
in Boston who will not go. An CHunge is 
his name, and he was brought to this coun- 
try on a bark arriving from Manila He 
had shipped on the vessel as carpenter, but, 
having a quarrel with the mate, he deserted 
as soon as he reached Boston. Being a car- 
penter, he isa laborer within the meaning 
of the law forbidding the importation of 
laborers, skilled or unskilled, from the 
Chinese Empire. He was accordingly ar- 
rested and lodged in jail. Proceedings 
were then begun against the Captain 
for bringing the Chinaman here. Threats, 
entreaties, and bribes were applied to 
Aun CHuNG to induce him to return 
to the ship and thus relieve the sacred 
soil of Massachusetts of his presence. He 
refused to budge. Brought before the 
United States Commissioner, that func- 
tionary declared that the offense alleged 
against the Captain of the vessel would con- 
sist, notin bringing the Chinaman, but in 
leaving him here. As long. as theChina- 
man was in jail and the vessel was in port, 
the criminality of the skipper could not be 
considered as established. If the court 
could be satisfied that Au Caune would be 
taken out of the jurisdiction of the United 
States, no further action would be taken 
against the vessel or against the Captain, 

But this illicit and contraband Chinaman 
refuses to rejoin the ship. Interviewed in 
jail by the Captain and counsel, An 
Cane flatly declared that he would not go 
on board the ship, that he knew he would 
be killed if he went, and that he preferred 
staying in jail. The Commissioner was 
asked to ‘‘take measures” to have AH 
CHUNG conveyed from the jail to the ship. 
He refused to authorize force. If An 
Cuune would not go of his own free will 
and accord, the United States Government 
would not force him, even for the pur- 
pose of clearing the Captain from the 
charge of having brought into the 
United States a2 case of Chinese labor, 
skilled or unskilled. An Cravune, standing 
on his inalienable rights as a human being, 
defies the sovereign power of the Republic 
to send him out of the country against his 
will. He is here, and here he means to 
stay, whatever happens to the unhappy 
shipmaster who brought him hither. It is 
unfortunate for the Captain that there isa 
law forbidding the bringing hither of Chi- 
nese; and that there is also another law 
forbidding the kidnaping of even so friend- 
lessa person as a Chinaman. An CHUNG, 
accordingly, stays to defy the Government 
of the United States. Being here, he cannot 
be put out, even although he is clearly con- 
traband and illegal. The shipmaster cannot 
sail without the Chinaman. The whole 
power of the United States Government 
cannot compel Au Caunc to go. 


The disaster in Baltimore, by which more 
than sixty persons lost their lives, is an- 
other of those too frequent events which 
cannot be accurately called accidents A 
wharf commonly used for passenger and 
pleasure traffic falls under the weight of a 
crowd of people landing from an excursion 
barge. In the confusion and bewilderment 
that follow nobody is certain whether the 
wharf was jarred by the impact of the 
barge on coming alongside or whether 
the mere accumulation of persons on 
the structure caused its collapse. This 
point is not a vital one in the case. The 
wharf was not fit for the uses to which it 
was put. Even a casual inspection might 
have settled that. But, after multitudes of 
people had passed over the rickety con- 
trivance, it fell, carrying down to death a 
large number of young women and children. 
Nobody will ever be beld responsible for 
this tragical business. The disaster was in- 
evitable because the wharf-owners were 
careless and indifferent. 


Capt. WEBB has met the fate which he in- 
vited, as Sam Parcn did before him in a similar 
reckless venture. The only inducement which he 
can have had to swim the Niagara at the whirl- 
pool has the general belief that any man who 
attempted that feat would be drowned. There 
were plenty of other ways open to him 
in which to show his’ strength ana 
skill as a swimmer, and his selection of 
this particular feat, on account of its danger, was 
a mere piece of foolhardiness. It certainly came 
within the spirit of the law against dangerous ex- 
hibitions, and if it did not come within the letter, 
the law should be amended. If it did, somebody 
was to blame that the law was not enforced.

The conviction of CHARLES E. UPpron, late 
President of the City Bank of Rochester, on a 
ebarge of embezzling the funds of that institution 
in order to retrieve his disastrous gambling in oil, 
is received by the press of that city in an excellent 
svirit, as a vindication of public justice, which 
not only does not exclude warm personal 
sympathy for the criminal and his fam- 
ily, but is made more signal by that 
sympathy. No doubt this feeling of the 
community was that of the jury which convicted 
Upton. The verdict, it is owned, was a surprise, 
as it was expected that the social position and the 
personal popularity of the defendant would per- 
vert justice through sympathy. It isso rare as to 
be noteworthy when an American jury in a crim- 
inal case can put aside the human feelings of its 
own members as irrelevant to the case it has to try. 
The silly and scurrilous delight with which 
persons and presses of the baser sort hail 
the fall of a man of untainted repute and 
high position has been manifested in this oase. 
There are, it appears, men who can extract satis- 
faction from the belief that all church members 
are bypocrites and all men who are respected un- 
worthy of respect; and these persons like to dis- 
course as if a bank President and Vestryman were 
rather more likely to convert trust funds to his 
own use than a professional burglar or a charac- 
terless adventurer like Dorsrry. It is gratifying to 
note that none of the published comments on Up- 
ton’s conviction discioses this singular theory of 
human nature. 


The omission of a figure in Tux TrmeEs’s 
Rochester dispatch transmitting a synopsis of the 
July report of the National Millers’ Association 
yesterday gave rise to a serious error in the state- 
ment of the association’s estimate of the falling off 
of this year’s crop of wheat as compared with last 
year’s. The corrected estimate of the shortage is 
107,607,000 bushels.

He threw a protecting 
arm about his young daughter, who was 
quite unterritied and exhicited a_ fearless- 
ness as admirable as if she had _ been 
born asaflorand accustomed a') her life to the 
perils of the briny. All the way to the vessel, 
which lay at anchor just outside the surf, she sang 
and seemed to enjoy the excitement of the pas- 
sage immensely. When she stepped on board she 
told the Captain that she was “so sorry it was 
over."" 

The Despatch weighed her anchor at once and 
steamed away for New-York. The Presidednt sat 
for seme time on the deck with bis litjle daughter, 
onjoying the scene, and smoking a cigar with Com- 
mander Greene, of the Despatch.

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DAMAGE CAUSED BY WINDS

A SUMMER VILLAGE SWEPT INTO 

THE SEA. 

ATLANTIC HIGHLANDS HOTELS AND COT- 
TAGES DESTROYED—LOSS OF LIFE AT 
ASBURY PARK AND ELSEWHERE, 

Lone Branca, July 24.—The ruin left in 
the pathway of yesterday afternoon's terrible cy- 
clone is found on further examination to-day to 
be appalling. The storm seemed to strike every 
settlement on or near the shore with the excevtion 
of Long Branch. Several miles north of Red Bank, 
near the point where the Shrewsbury River empties 
into the Lower Buy, is the Atlantic Highlands, a 
settlement of cottage and tent homes organized a 
few years ago by the Atlantic Highlands Camp- 
meeting Association. What was yesterday a 
beautiful and prosperous little village is to-day a 
mass of ruins. Out of about 40 houses, 8 have 
been swept away intothe Bay or scattered to the 
winds, while 25 others have been unroofed 
or damaged. There was no warning, and 
it is remarkable that no lives were lost. 
There were many narrow escapes. At 4 
o'clock this morning another tornado, lasting 
six minutes, swept over the place, compelling the 
inhabitants to make a hasty escape from their 
roofiess homes. The dam»ge to Atlantic High- 
lands alone will exceed $100,000. Every hotel in 
the village was unroofed, while the Foster Hotel, 
which was destroyed by fire last Winter and had 
been rebuilt, was totally wrecked, occasioning a 
loss of $4,000. There were over 200 guests, mostly 
ladies and children, in the Grand View Hotel when 
the tornado took off its roof. Fora while there 
was almost a panic among the affrightened guests. 
The furniture and clothes of the guests of the top 


floors were ruined. The Lockwood House, Bay 
View House, and Shrewsbury House were also un- 
roofed. Atthe Lockwood several ludies fainted, 
and some who rushed out into the street at the 
time when the air was black with flying timbers 
received slight injuries. The loss to the Bay View 
House is about $3.000. The wardrobes of the 
guests of this hotel, which wae deluged with the 
rain, were much damaved. A row of buildings 
known «as the Roberts Flats, just erected, 
were unroofed and the furniture of the occu- 
pants ruined. The Attantic Highland Herald 
Building has not a stick left standing. 
Mr. Peter Y. Everett, the editor of the 
herald, had just filled up his office with new presses 
and machinerv. The loss on this building will ex- 
ceed $5,000. Every vestige of two frame buildings 
near the //era/d office and the freight-house was 
carried over into the Bay. The loss on Macy's 
new building, which was completely demolished, 
is $3,000. The cottage occupied by William Mal- 
lory, on South River-avenue, was blown down and 
its contents demolished. The family had a narrow 
escape. Loss, $2,000. A large building standing 
near Walf-avenue, and owned and occupied 
by James H. Leonard as a feed store, 
was uvrooféd, while the builuing was 
thrown off its foundation, bulging out the walls. 
Mr. Leonard's loss on building and stock fs ap- 
proximated at $4.500. The Post Office and At- 
luntic Highlands Association Building had every 
window blown out and the door demolished. 
All the mail matter and several bundred dol- 
lars’ worth of stamps were carried away on the 
wind. The telecraph buiding next door was 
lifted off its foundation and carried over 50 teet— 
the operator being in it—when it was de- 
molished against the side of the  Lock- 
wood House. Mr. Samuel Patterson had a nar- 
row escape. A long building occupied by Henry 
White was liftea 12 feet off its foundarion and de- 
molished. Curtis & Talimae had their fish-house 
swept into the Bav, while the blacksmith and 
sheet-iron shop of Edward Powell was blown to 
pieces. Mr. Powell’sloss is $2,000. The cottayes of 
the Rev, James Lake, President of the association ; 
Dr. J5pn M. Van Mater, William C. Wilson, Mr. 
Coombs, Aaron White, and Superintendent Cham- 
pion were badly damagea. 

Much suffering among the people who have no 
roofs over their heads was cau<ed vy the day's 
continuous rain, The farmers living In the vicinity 
have given shelter to many of the ladies and chil- 
dren, while the hotels at the Highlands of Nave- 
sink also offered shelter last night and will to-night 
to those whose cottages are not tenantable. 

At Red Bank the damage was confined mostly 
to trees and roofs. At Middietown two barns be- 
longing to Charlies Patterson were blown d »wn by 
the storm in the afternoon, while in this morning's 
storm the iallen buildings was struck by lightning 
and eatirely consumed. They were valued at 

500 


At Ocean Grove and Asbury Park the houses are 
built more substantially than those at the Atlantic 
Highlands, and the dan age was not so great. Un- 
fortunately two lives were lost. At the tine the 
cyclone swept down upon the place a number of 
people were in bathing at Asbury Park, and there 
were many narrow escapes from drowning. One 
young man named William Knight, of Boston, was 
blown out to seaand lost. He wasa poor young 
man of 25 years, and an Amherst College sta- 
dent. Toenable bim to coutinue his studies he 
waited on the tables of a Summer hotel 
here during his vacation. Five section men 
of tne New-York and Long Branch Rail- 
road were going into Asbury Park on 
a hand car when the wind upset tbe oar, throwing 
one of the men, named Patrick Carton, under the 
wheels, which passed over both legs. He died to- 
day. The roofs of the Barrett, Sunset, Garfield, 
Elberon, Lake View, Howard, and Jersey Hotels 
were blownoff. Great havoc was made among the 
tents of the Ocean Grove camp-meeting grounds. 
At Deal Beach the tornado blew down three barns 
belonging to Benjamin Albertson. The stable of 
Dr. Edward Smack, at Fair View, was struck by 
lightning this morning, and the building, with two 
valuable animals, was consumed. 

THe Columbia House at Ocean Beach had a hole 
torn in the roof by a bolt of lightning, which pros- 
trated two ladies in an adjoining cottage. 

MILWAUKEE, July 24.—Wash-outs occurred 
yesterday along the Chicago and North-western 
Line in this State, on the Milwaukee, Lake Shore 
and Western tracks at Ledyard, near Appleton, 
and on the Wiseonsin Centra! Road at Theresa, 50 
miles north of Milwaukee. The telegraph lines 
everywhere are in bad condition. The Milwaukee 
River bas risen over four feet above the danger line. 
Wholesale stores are flooded in many places and 
lumber ts floating from the yards near the mouth 
of theriver. At Grand Rapids, Wis., the storm 
caused the destruction of several buildings. At 
Madison a ball of fire dodged about over the house- 
tops for some time, finally striking the High School 
and doing considerable damage. 


JACKSON, Mich., July 24.—Yesterday noon 
a fearful storm struck the south-west corner of 
Ingham County, dealing death and destruction in 
its path. The whirlwind spent its fury haif way 
between Onandaga and Leslie, wrecking 15 houses 
and barns, killing three persons, and fatally injur- 
ing another. A woman was carried up with her 
house, biown out of the building, and landed in an 
apple tree. It is said that she will die. Grain was 
blown out of the fields and whole orchards were 
uprooted. 


Eaton Rapins, Mich., July 24.—A cyclone 
at noon, yesterday, demolished the hon-e of Eu- 
gene Henry, five miles south-east of here. Mr. 
Hepry was seriously injured and will probably die. 
Three of his children were killed, and his wife sus- 
tained sevore injuries, but may recover. 


QvEBEC, July 24.—Information from the 
back country isso the effect that the storm of Sun- 
day was at ended with very disastrous results. 
Considerable damage to the standing crops was 
done by the hail. Mme. La Prize, of St. Jean 
Chrysostom, was killed by lightning in the cellar of 
her house. 
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A MINISTER FA! LS PEAD IN THE PULPIT.

The Rev. William Edwards, colored, dropped 
dead Thursday night while officiating in the pulpit 
of Bethel Ch rch, on the west side of Franklin- 
street, fourth house south of Monroe-street.

which the sad occurrence took place. He for the 
past six or reven months ha: been in bad health, 
and during that period has several times heen con- 
fined to his bed.

DROWNED WHILE bA7THING. 


TWO YOUNG GIRLS OVERC@ME BY THE SURF 
AND ONE LOSES HER LIFF. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 24,—A special dispatch 
tothe 7imes from Atlantic City says that while 
thousands lined the beach and thousands more 
were plunging in the surf to-day two young girls 
were struggling for their lives with the waves. 
One was brought tothe shore in an unconscious 
condition and revived. The other sank before 
help could reach her. For some time past the 
families of Charles Rosenberg, an agent of 
the Red Star Line of steam-sbips, residing 


at No. 4,112 Hutton-street, Philadelphia, and 
of his friend and neizhbor, Henry Waaser, a build- 
er, living at No. 4,012 Locust-street, West Philade!- 
phia, have been staying at the Melos cottage, on 
Kentucky-avenue, In each of these families was a 
daughter, Nellie Rosenberg and Maggie Wusser. 
Both were extremely pretty brunettes, and each 
looked two or three years ol er than her age of 14 
years. The girls had grown up together, and were 
as sisters to each other. Nearly every morning 
they formed part of a charming group of young 
girls who bathed at the foot of Kentucky-avenue, 
just above the ovean pier. 

The girls nave always attracted a great deal of 
attention by their merry laughter and sportive 
play inthe surf. At about 10:20 o’clock this morn- 
ing, just before the life guard came on duty, and 
at which time the crowd 1s always the greatest, 
piercing screams were heard in the neighborhood 
of the pier, and thousands of eyes saw the gleam 
of white arms for an instant, and then they disap- 
peared beneath the waves. Col. J. Holmes, of 
Philadelphia, who was sitting in the pier office, 
looked out and saw, nearly 200 feet from the wa- 
ter’s edge and about 25 feet above the first pa- 
vilion, two young eiris struggling. In aninstanta 
breaker hid them from view, and when it receded 
but one of them wasto be seen. She evident:y 
cuuld not swim, but by desperate efforts and with- 
out uttering a cry she kept afloat and seemed to he 
making some progress toward the -pot frem 
which her companion had disappeared. She for- 
got her own peril in the desire to save her friend. 
A multitude of neople s.w this heroic struggle for 
life and love, and they were helpless to assist. But 
while the crowd stood dumb witnesses of the ter- 
rible tragedy so near them a large. black-bearded 
man rushed over the beach and into the surf and 
swam toward the unfortunate girls. Be ore he 
reached them there came a shriek from him and 
then bearse, choked eries for help told the now 
almost frenzied spectators that even a strong man 
was unable to cope with the strong and treacher- 
ous surf. 

Mike Bradford, of the life guard, was about 100 
yards away down the beach when the firat thrill- 
ing shriek announced the beginning of the tragedy. 
Running like a deer hound he plungedinto the 
waves and brought Maggie Wasser to the shore, 
unconscious, but in time to save her life. Mean- 
while the man who.-had first gone to the rescue had 
regained the shore. The waves soon tossed the life- 
lees body of Nellie Rosenberg near the beach, and 
20 hastened to bearit upon shore. Restoratives were 
applied by Drs. Sheppard and Boardman Reed, but 
all efforts were unavailing. The effect upon the 
stricken mother is terrible, and her crief has over- 
come her completely. Little Maggie was uncon- 
scious all the afternoon, but it is not believed by 
Dr. Sheppard, who is cons'antly in attendance, 
that the shock will be serieus. Mr. Rosenburg 
cannot be apprised immediately of the death of his 
child as be is at present traveling in Kansag, 


LANDING A CHINAMAN. 


——__-_-—»>——— 
AN IMPORTANT LEGAL QUESTION IN DIs- 
CUSSION, 

Boston, July 24.—The case against the Cap- 
tain of the British bark Eme for landing a Chinaman, 
Ah Chung, here 1n violation of the United States 
Statutes, has assumed a new phase. The United 
States Commissioner had decided that if the court 
could be satisfied that An Chung would be 
taken back, no further claims would be taken 
against the Captain or the ship, as the 
offense consi-ted not in bringing him to 
this country, but in landing him here, but Ah 
Chung had refused to go back to the ship because 
he said he would be killed by the mate. The next 


step was to file a bill of criminal information 
against the Captain, which was d&e to-day, and 
hearing upon it was given. The bill re- 
cites that “the defendant did knowingly 
Jand and permit to be landed from said 
vessel one Chinese laborer, to wit, one Ah Chung, 
from a foreign port against the peaee and digni y 
of the United States Statute in such cases made 
and provided.”’ The bill was submitted on the 
follow nzagreed titementof facts: That Ah Chung 
shipped on the Lark Eme at Manila last December 
as a ship-carpenter; that he remained attached to 
the bark until June 9. when he left and took his ef- 
tects with him; that shortly after he demanded of 
the defendant payment of wages, which the latter 
refused until June 26, when, being threatened with 
a maritime libel writ for the wuges, they 
were — that twice before he was paid 
off A Chung requested the master to 
discharge him, which he refused to do; that Chung 
was born on the island of Henge Kong, ana is 
about 38 years of age; that when a youth he 
served several years as a carpenter, and 
worked at his trade as a carpenter at Singapore 
and thereafter in California. where about 
four years azo he worked some 22 months, 
and has not since been in this country; that 
he did not intend to land at this port on arrival or 
to remain or work here, but to continue on said 
bark and finish his voyage, and that his cause of 
leaving said bark was the alleged cruel treatment 
of the mate: that since being paid off the 
defendant has requested Ah Chung to re- 
turn to the bark and finish his voy- 
age, which he refused to do; that when 
the defendant shipped Ah Chung he did so with 
the intention of retain'ng him on board and not to 
land him in the United States in violation of the 
statute; that while the bark Eme was lying at the 
wharf at this port Ah Chung was at ilib- 
erty to go on_ shore. Evidence was also 
offered that Hong Kong was ceded to Great 
Britain in 1842, before the date of the birth 
of Ah Chung. end consequently that he is not a 
subject of the Emperor of China: that in the ship- 
ping of arti: les under date of June 19 an entry of 
desertion was entered against Ah Chung. 
denee was offered py British Consul Henderson to 
show that a deserter from a British ship could not 
be apprehended in this country. F. W. Good- 
win, counsel for the ‘defendant, claimed 
that the act prohibiting the landing of Chinese 
laborers is unconstitutional, that Ah Chung, having 
been in the United States previous to the passage 
of the act, it does not apply to him; that when a 
Chinaman should return to China between 
tne dates of the passage of the act and 
the treaty with China he could not obtain a 
certificate, as required by the treaty, to be shown 
to the master on shipment. Mr. Goodwin further 
claimed that although Ah Chang was of Chinese 
parentage, yet being born at Hong Kong, a British 
dependency, be is not subject to the act. The 
counse! said that to make the defendant liable 
it must be shown that he brought Ah Chung here 
with the intention of landing him or permitting 
him to land, and that in this case the evidence 
tended to show that Ah Chung was a deserter. 
Counsel compared the return of Chinese |: borers 
under this act to the return of slaves in former 
years to their Southern masters. 

Counsel Almy, for the Government, claimed 
that the act was constitutional; that the Govern- 
ment had aright to make provisions for the re- 
turn of criminals and paupers and to limit immi- 
gration; that whereas, in this case, the mas- 
ter did not use any restraining acts 
Ab Chung in his landing he permitted him 
to land witnin the meaning of the act; 
that a carpenter is a luhorer within {ts provisions, 
and that ‘he defendant had violated the law. At 
the conclusion of the arzgument, on the suggestion 
ot Judge Lowell, the defendant pro forma pleaded 
guilty, and if, upon the agreed statement, it is found 
that he bas not violated the law he will be dis- 
charged, otherwise he wi!!] be held fer trial.

A GUN OF WONDERFUL POWER. 


THE LYMAN-HASKILL PLAN FOR REVOLU- 
TIONIZING METHODS OF WARFARE. 

READING, Penn., July 24.—The Lyman- 
Haskill multicharge gun, a weapon that is de- 
signed to create wonders in modern warfare, was 
finished at the Scott Foundry, in this eity, to-day, 
aad to-morrow morning it will be shipped to New- 
York and taken to Sandy Hook, where it will be 
tesied in the presence of leading army and naval 
officers of tnis and other countries. Congress has 
made a special appropriation for this purpose and 
also appointed a board of exverts who aretomakea 


report of the results of the test. It is claimed that 
the gun wiil hurl a heavier projectile a longer dis- 
tance than any other class of cannon. Ever since 
theinvention of cannon as a means of warfare 
they have heen constructed upon one principle, 
ail the powder neing in the breech. J. R. Haskill, 
the inventor of the present gun, has introduced an 
entirely new plan. An ordinary cannon of the 
same size contains abont 35 pounds of powder. 
Mr. Haskill’s contains 120 pounds, distributed as 
follows: 18 pounds in the breech and 28 pounds 
in each of four capacious ‘* pockets” underneath 
the gun. ‘It is claimed that as the force or 
this powder is concentrated gradually upon the 
projectile, itis given greater force and veloolty, 
‘The gun weighs 25 ton, is 25 feet lone, and will 
shoot through a solid piece of iron 24 inches thick, 
It will carry a projectile from 12 to 15 miles, and is 
intended to revolutionize modern warfare, as 
even iron vessels can hardly withstand the blows 
of its projectiles. It has been constructed at a 
cost of $50,000. A company with a capital of $10,- 
000,000 has been organized for its manufacture. 
Ex-Gov. Cornell and ex-Senator Platt are among 
those interested. If the gan provesa success it is 
expected that the Government wili adopt it as a 
et of the ordnance for sea-ooast and naval de- 
ense.

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CIGAR AND CLOAK MAKERS. 


PROGRESS OF THE STRIKES—CHANCES OF 
AMICABLE SETTLEMENT. 

The Executive Committee of the Cigar- 
makers’ Progressive Union sent yesterday, through 
its Secretary, its ultimatum tothe Cigar Manufac- 
turers’ Association in reply to the latter’s request 
that the workmen's representatives shouid sign 
the resolutions that were published in Tur Tres 
yesterday. The jetter of the Executive Commit- 
tee stated that when Messrs. Ottenberg & Brothers 
would declare their men discharged the union 
would consider and declare the strike in that shop 


et an end and permit ita members to resume work 
under the oid conditions, Should the firm of 
Ottenberg & Brothers, however, decide to 
Treemploy any of the 2% men who had 
acted in such an unpardonable manner 
against their feilow-workmen, the union would 
impress its members with the necessity of perform- 
ing their duty by avotding that factory, and leave 
the firm at liberty to fill it with workmen not con- 
nected with the Progressive Union. The Execu- 
tive Committee believed: tnat it was unnecessary 
to make written and signed promises to refer ail 
difficulties that might lead toa strike to arbitra- 
tion by the manufacturers, as according to the 
conditions of the constitution of the union it 
remained entirely with the manufacturers conh- 
cerned toinform the Manufacturers’ Association of 
the dissatisfaction in their shops, because sufficient 
time elapsed between the date in which workmen 
made demands and that on which they struck for 
the association to take cognizance of the fact 
and upon it. Had the difficulty in Otten- 
berg’s shop have been referred to the con- 
sideration of the association in proper time 
the strike might never have taken 
place. Whenthe communication was read a mo- 
tion was made and carried to lay it on the table, 
and declaring it to be the sense of the association 
to apide by the resolutions it had the previous day 
asked the cigar-makers’ committee to sign. There- 
upon the meeting adieurned. secretary 
Haller, of the Progressive Union, was 
seen later in the day, and said that the 
cigar-makers would stand out. The committee 
would not again call upon the manufacturers un- 
less invited todoso. In the evening the Progres- 
sive Onion held its general weekly meeting, at 
which it was reported that 30 members had been 
seatto work into the country. and that many 
other memiers had applied for their 
traveling cards, as they § intended to 
leave the City. About 4,600 members 
were still working in shops that did not 
belong to the Manufacturers’ Association, and 
these contributed 10 per cent. of their earnings for 
the support of their lecke:d-out brethren. Letters 
were received from the cigar-makers in Boston, 
New-Haven, and Philadelphia expressing their 
sympathy and offering aid. The international 
cigar makers at Cohocton sent $17. Delegations 
from the Machinists’ and other unions ef this City 
called at the meeting and promised to send pecu- 
niary aid. Progressive Union will held a mass- 
meeting this evening at Concordia Hall. 

Abcut 15 dress and cloak manufacturers met 
ne. afternoon at the office of Messra. Fried- 
ander & Casper. Among the firms represented 
there were Danzig Brothers. Mayer Jonasson 
& Co., the Manhattan Shirt Company, Schartz 
Brothers & Blath, Stix Brothers & Hermann, Bohme 
Brovhers & Greenfield, and Hayton & Meyer, A 
delegation composed of members of the Central 
Labor Union, the Knignts of Lahor, and of the 
striking Cloak and Dress Makers’ Union called and 
submitted to the manufacturers a document which 
they asked them to sign. The paper contained the 
eonditions under which the strikers would consent 
to return to work. These were that piece- 
work should be paid on the basis of $2 50 
per day, and that the hours for labor should 
be from 8 A. M. to 6 P. M., that the minimum 
rate of wages for week-work should be $15, and 
that the manufacturers should pledge themselves 
not to discharge any of their employes for having 
been concerned inthe strike. The manufacturers 
present refused to sign the doeument, but prom- 
ised that if their men returned they would deal fair- 
ly by them, and would advance tneir wages as they 
had promised to do last week. The delegation then 
promised toadvise the strikers to return to work 
to-day, and the manufacturers bade them farewell 
with the expectation that they would have their 
employesagain at work to-day. The Executive 
Board of the strikers’ union met with closed doors 
at Standard Hall in the evening, and a report 
leaked out that the manufacturers had promised 
an advance of 25 per cen}. Another meeting of 
strikers was held in the same building. and here 
the strikers decided not to return to work to-day, 
but to hold a mass-meeting at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing in Clarendon Hall. 

The dress and cloak maker contractors met last 
evening at No. 56 Orchard-street and perfected 
their organization by electing permanent officers 
as follows: President—Frank November: Vice- 
President—Max Cohen; Secretarv—Carl Gold- 
schmidt; Treasurer—Israel Rosenthal. Some of 
the members suggested thet the manufacturers be 
ropeawed not to give out work tomen who did not 
belong to their union, and notto take back their 
operatives until the contractors’ workmen, who 
are also on strike, should consent to resame work. 
Another suggestion was, to have an understanding 
with the Cloak and Dress Makers’ Union, se that if 
any contractor should at any time underbid an- 
other contractor the union would call out the 
offending contractor's men on strike. 


A SOLDIER'S SUICIDE. 


—-_@——____ 
HE SHOOTS HIMSELF THROUGH THE BRAIN 


WITH A REVOLVER. 


Capt. Richard P. Eagan, a Custom-house In- 
epector employed in the Barge Office, committed 
suicide during Monday night by shooting himself 
through the right temple with a revolver at his 
rooms in No. 42 Clinton-place. About six weeks 
ago Capt. Eagan, who was then living at No. 


23 Washington-place, was separated from 
his wife and ordered to pay her $65 amonth ali- 
mony. After the separation he went to live at the 
house of Patrick B. Eagan, where he committed 
suicide. Capt. Eagan was very despondent over 
his domestic difficulties, and frequently threatened 
to commit suicide. His son, a young man about 
21 years of age, who is employed in the 
Post Office, said that his father was too 
eowardly to take his own life, and for that, among 
other reasons, not much attention was paid to the 
threats of suicide. Three weeks ago Capt. Eagan’s 
wife procured an order for his arrest on the 
ground that he was about to escape the payment 
of alimony by leaving the State. The order was 
set aside on proof that Capt. Eagan did 
not intend to leave the State, and that his 
purpose in leaving the City was to spend two 
weeks at Fort Hamilton for the benefit of his 
health. After the order of arrest had been vacated 
Capt. Eagan appeared to be more cheerful, and 
talked less of committing suicide. On Monday 
evening he was in excellent spirits and retired 
early. At38o'clock yesterday morning Mr. Patrick 
Eagan, when going to bed, tried the door of Capt. 
Eacan’s room and found it locked, and although 
that w«s an unusual circumstance Mr. Eagan 
did not suspect that anything was wrong, About 
noon yesterday Capt. kagan not baving come to 
breakfast, Mr. Eagan again tried the door and 
found it locked. He called Capt. Eagan by name 
but received no answer. A few hours later Mr. Ea- 
gan summoned a policeman and had the door 
broken open. Capt. Eagan was lyiag on his bed 
with a bullet-hole in his right temple, and near 
him, on the floor, a 82-calibre revoiver. Letters 
addressed to his wife, to his son, to Mr. Patrick B. 
Eagan, and toa Mr. Uito were foundon a table 
near the bed. No personin the house had heard 
tbe sound of a pistol-shot. Capt. Eagan was 52 
years of age, and had been employed in the 
Custom-house for 15 yeurs. His wife is a sister of 
Gen. James McQuade, of Utica. The suicide was 
not related to Mr. Patrick B. Eagan. He left a 
letter for Mr. Eagan, in which were inclosed a let- 
ter from Gen. Sheridrn recommending him for the 
position which he lately occupied, and also one 
from Adjt.-Gen. Farnsworth giving his military 
record. His letter to Mr. Eagan was as follows: 

Pa : You are taken care of in the inclosed. You 
have been true to m», and your interests won't suffer. 
very dol.ar of yours must be, and wiil be, paid. At- 
ley wil) see to that asl nave directed. Piease hand 
the inclosed letter to my wife, Mr. Laird, and Atley.

A blue book has been issued containing 
papers reltating to the administration and finances 
of Cyprus. The dispatches are five in number, and 
all bear the date of last May. Writing to Sir R. 
Bidaulph on the 81st of that montn, Lord Derby 
says that her Majesty's Government approve gen- 
eraliy his views as to the alterations to be mado in 


the system of taxation and leave it to his discre- 
tion to decide the manner in which the proposed 
changes shall be brought under the consideration 
of the new Coungil. Lord Derby adds: “ The only 
points to which | have to direct yourattention are: 
(1) Whether the royalty on ferra uméra should be 
maintained at a minimum of 3s. a ton; and (2) 
whether, instead of Imposing an exceptional rate 
of Verghi on v neyards, it might rot be preferable 
to raise the excise on wine and spirits from 1) to 
12 percent.

DEMOLISHING AN OLD LANDMARK. 
BEGINNING THE TEARING DOWN OF WASEH- 
INGTON MARKET. 


During the almost incessant showers of yes- 
terday a double row of men, with their hands 
thrust deeply into their trousers pockets, stood in 
meditative attitudes on the muddy curbstones of 
Washington-street, lazily watching the demolition 
of the old Washington Market to make room for 
the new iron building, whicn will be completed 
early next year. To most of them the destruc- 
ton of the ancient structure had no par- 
ficular significance, The old. worm-eaten 
beards, which have been painted so many 
fifterept eolors that it would puzzle an expert to 
tell their original shades, might as well have been 
the walls of a barn to their unsentimental tastes. 
T. 8 certain number of the older residents of New- 
York, however, the old market-house has recollec- 
tions connected with it which extend back with 
their boyhood. The building was begun in 1812, a 
few years after the launching of Robert Ful- 
ton’s first steam-boat, the Clermont, and 
during the Mayoralty of Gov. De Witt Clin- 
ton. It was completed one year later and 


tood substantially the same until yesterday. 
t was oocupied by nearly 600 tenants, several of 
whom hare spent the ereater part of their lives 
under ics roof. Its stalis were only held on short 
leases, revokable at the pleasure of the Controller; 
but the tenure bas been so secure that many of 
them have desceuded from father toson, anda 
few of the grandchildren of the men who sup- 
plied the City markets nearly three-quarters of a 
pentury ago are seliing the same articles pow over 
the same counters. The work of tearing down 
was begun yestercay morning by Contract- 
opr Gallagher, who a force of 20 
men busily employed all day. Only the 
end of the house facing Washington-street will be 
torn down this season. The new structure will be 
erected in two.sections, one of which will be occu- 
ied while the other is being built. ‘The whole wiil 
of iron, costing $250,000, and it is expected that 
it will ve ready for occupancy by July 4, 1884. 
Notice to the 200 tenants of the east end to vacate 
their stalls was served nearly aftertnight ago, and 
early last week the City began to erect temporary 
stalls for them on both sides of Vesey-street from 
Greenwich to West, and on West-street from 
Barclay to Dey. These were completed tast 
week, on Monday the fixtures were put in 
place, und yesterday the merchants were able 
to continue their ousiness in their new quarters. 
Ye terday aftervoon tne front of the building on 
Washington-street had teen removed, the stalls 
taken out, and the partitions which faced Vesey 
and Fulton streets torn down, disclosing the bare 
rafters, with the long vari-colored, fiy-specked 
hooks, from which were once suspended juicy siaes 
aud fat quarters of fresh beef. Several hacked 
and ruined meat-blocks and a number of ha!f-de- 
molished i e-houses, whieh were once filled with 
long rows of fat beeves and many short tubs of 
rich butter, were lett standing, and are about the 
only relics of the deserted section which would 
indicate its former character. The floor is 
ripped up in many places, letting the sunlight sift 
through on whole colonies and populous cities of 
tats for the first time in their history, and to their 
Intense astoni hment and dismay. On Vesey- 
street, where the bvarding is taken away, the cel- 
lar‘is seen with its net-work of beams and pipes 
and its useless, shaliow apartments careful! 
bricked in and extensively filled with ref- 
use and dirt. much of which anptedates the 
war. The building appears much larger from 
the inside than before its contents were re- 
moved, and looks like a very larce barn 
with very little in it more than anything else 
The building was crowded with boys all day 
searching diligently for coins or other valuables 
whict had fallen into chinks in the floor. and many 
lucky finds were made, the most fortunate of 
which wes the discovery of a ten-doilar gold piece 
in what lookea like a copper penny. About 10 
years azo George Grum, a marketman, lost a dia- 
mond pin on the floor, valued at $300, but no one 
was alle to find it yesterday. A partition wiil be 
built this week boarding in the remaining portion 
of the market. 

Among the oldest of the disturbed tenantry are 
John Grum and Albert Leister, two butebers, who 
bave occupied stalls there for uearly 60 years. 
They watched the work of destruction with gen- 
nine regret. Many others have been in the house 
over40 years. Some have amassed comfortable 
fortunes, while others have had the same difficulty 
to pay their fortnightly rent ever since they took 
their stails. 
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MRS. LANGTRY SAiLS FOR HOME. 
4 DETACHMENT OF THE SALVATION ARMY 
GOES WITH HER. 

Tne Guion pier presented a bustling scene 
early yesterday morning as crowds of passengers 
accompanied by friends poured up the gang-plank 
of the steam-ship Alaska. Before 7 o'clock the 
saloun cf that vessel was densely crowded. 
“Where is Mrs. Langtry?” was a question that

None of the floral designs on the tables 
Was addressed to her. When the bell warning 
visitors to go ashore sounded a large erowd still 
Stood around the gang-plank waiting to catch a 
glimpse of the Jersey Lily. The mails had been 
taken on board, anc the greater portion of the 
crowd had hurried out to the end of the pi r, 
when a carriage drove up to the gang-plank 
aod Mrs. Langtry and her maid alighted. Mr. 
Gebhard then emerged from the crowd and 
touching the Lily on the shoulder to attract her 
ttention tade her farewell. He was accompanied 

Mr. Boucicault and another gentleman, who 

also took leave of her. The latter bent his head 
quite reverentiy and kissed her hand. Mrs. Lang- 
try looked back into the carriage as if to see 
that she had left nothing there and then 
Tan up the gang-plank as lightiy as a school- 
girl She wore a tight-fitting drab suit, 
the jacket of which had cunning little tails that 
suggested those belonging to the coats of West 
Point cadets. She bad on a short veil which, how- 
tver, did not hide her features. She was followed 
on board by a rather important looking personage 
who borea water-proof cloak and a handsome 
Casket. The latt-r evidently contained some of 
the Lily's treasures. Her maid remained on the 
dock several moments longer, and just 
as the gang-plank was about to be 
removed she hurried on board. As the Alaska 
started to back out intothe stream Mrs. Lanetry 
stood with her maid at the genzwway and waved 
her hand to Mr. Gevhard, Mr. Boucicault, and tie 
otber gentleman who had taken leave of her. The 
trio walked down the pier asthe steamer moved 
out intothe river. At each of the open doors of 
the pier shed they obtained a glimpse of the Lily. 
She smiled and waved her hand gracefully to them 
each time that she came into view. When her 
friends reached the end of the pier they found it 
to densely crowded that they were obliged to re- 
main inside. The rain had theu begun to fall quite 
beavily. Many persons waited in the rain until 
the Alaska had got well under way, but by this 
time Mr. Gebhard had left the dock. The Alaska 
bad been delayed a few moments by the appear- 
ance of a smal! detachment of the Salvation Army 
which arrived at the last moment. The leader pre-

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THE MANHATTAN RAILWAY'S TROUBLES. 

An application was made to Judge Haight, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, tor leave 
to renew the motion to vacate the injunction re- 
straining the Manhattan Railway Company from 
acting under the terms of the “ merger agreement” 


made between it and the Metropolitan and New- 
York Elevated Raliroad Companies in November, 
1ssl. The motion was to allow the Manhattan 
Company to substitute for the injunction a bond 
to indemnify the Metropolitan Company for any 
loss it may suffer through the enforcement of 
the “merger agreement.” It was denied by 
Judge Lawrence last month. He said that 
the affidavits on the part of the Man- 
hattan Company did not satisfy bim that 
the Metropoiitan Company could be indemni- 
fied aguinst loss, inasmuch as the latter company 
might lose its identity altogether through the ope- 
ration of the merger arrangement. The applica- 
tion forarehearing of the motion was on new 
affidavits as to the possible resuits to the Metro- 
politan Company of the enforcement of the agree- 
ment, and on the technical piea that the order 
made by Judge Lawrence was erroneous in that it 
did not recite ail the papers in the case, and that 
the Judge considered only a smal! part of those 
pavers when he should bave eonsidered all of 
them. The application was made by Messrs. David 
Dudiey Field and William A. Duer. It was op- 
posed by Gen. F. C. Barlow, counsel for the Metro- 
politan Company, his principal ground being that 
the motion having been denied without leave to 
= it could not be reargued excepting on ap- 
eal.

SOME WITH MONEY AND SOME WITH FRIENDS 
ON THIS £1Dz. 


Another party of assisted Irish immigrants 
arrived yesterday on the Anchor steam-ship Ethi- 
opia, and landed at Castle Garden. The head of 
each family said that he had relatives here, and 
that neither he nor any of his family had ever been 
in the Work-house. C. Campbell brought his wife 
and five children. Ue hasa sister-in-law in Phila- 
deipbia. The Poor Guardians gave him a draftfor 
£5. Edward Kennedy had £6 with which to pro- 
vide for his family, consisting of a wife and six 
children. He has relatives in Pennsylvania who 
expect him. Tie heads of two of the other familics 


both claimed the name of James Kennedy. One 
had awife and brother and a draitfor £3. He 
thought that he could care for his family here. The 
other James is 54 yeurs of age. and has a wife one 
year his junior. He bad a draft for £2, and said 
that he had grown children in Philadelphia. Hugh 
Cassidy statea that he had 44, and wished to om 
his brotier. who lives in Massachusetts. All of 
these assisted immigrants came from County 
Donegal. 

Several of the immigrants who arrived last Sun- 
day in the City of Montreal were assisted. Patrick 
Gallager, who brought his sister, said ‘nat in addi- 
tion to his passage ticket he received £2. He has 
friends in Jersey City. Michael Ryan raid that he 
had a draft for £4 10s., and that he had daughters in 
Baltimore. Michael Redington said that he received 
£6. He bringsa wife and five children, but has 
growa children here. Bridget Brady received £1, 
und has an uncle in Hoboken. John Hausler, who 
arrived last Monday in the Bohemia, is unable 
to use either of his feet. He claims that although 
he is a cripple he is well able to earn a living, as 
he is a shoe-maker by trade. He paid hisown pas- 
sage. Elizabeth Trennan, who arrived last Sun- 
dav in the Celtic, said that her husband faiied to 
meet her at Queenstown, where she expected bim 
to join her. and she is here alone with her two 
children. She has relatives in the West and 
$10 in money. She paid her own passage. 
Patrick Fox. of Torrington, Conn., the brother of 
the insane woman who arrived on the Celtic, called 
for her yesterday. He said that he was well able 
to take care of her, and she was placed in bis 
charge. Alfred Fontana, ason of the blind man 
who arrived on the Normandie, came to Castle 
Garden yesterday and promised to take care of his 
father, who was allowed to go home with him. 
The steam-ship Gellert, from Hamburg, landed 467 
immigrants at Castle Garden yesterday, the Ailsa, 
from the Mediterranean, 43, and the Ethiopia, from 
Glasgow, 865, making a total forthe day of 835. 
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ABOLISHING COMMISSIONS. 
THE TRUNK LINES PREPARING TO RUIN THE 
SCALPERS. 

An important meeting of the Joint Execu- 
tive Committee of the trunk lines, passenger de- 
partment, was held in Commissioner Fink's office 
yesterday to arrange some of the operating details 
of the new pool which was made of the earuiazs 
of the railroad lines east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Ohio, at the Chicago meeting held 
abouta month ago. The roads represented at the 
meeting were the Baltimore and Ohio, the Boston 
and Albany, Chicago and Atlantic, Chicago, St. 


Louis and Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Washington and 
Baltimore, Indianapolis ana St. Lou s, Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern, Michigan Central, Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis, New- 
York Central and Hudson River, New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western, New-York, Pennsylvania and 
Onio, Obio and Mississippi, the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, Pennsylvania Railroad, Vandalia Line, Indi- 
ana, Bloomington and Western, and the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana, The meeting lasted until 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and will be continued 
to-day. It was decided by the committee to apply 
differential fares from the Atlantic sea-board to all 
points west of St. Louis and Chicago, the price of 
tickets being fixed by adding to the fares to St. 
Louis and Chicage the local rates beyond those 
points. It was also resolved to abolish all com- 
missions on passenger tickets for west-bound busi- 
ness from the sea-board, thus putting an end to the 
business of the scalners all over the country. The 
committee further decided to insist that all lines 
west of St, Louis and Chicaco shouid refrain from 
paying cominissions on tickets soid. and this was 
made a partof the understanding upon which the 
pool is based. 

Assistant Commissioner Pierson, when asked 
whether the committee could enforce the rule re- 
garding commissions in the lines beyond their ter- 
ritory. answered: ‘There will be some difficulty, 
undoubtedly, in enforcing this rule, as the commis- 
sion business has unfortunately secured a strong 
footing in the railroad business of the country. As 
a rule, however, I believe that the Western roads 
will be only too giad of an opportunity to relieve 
themselves of this tremendous exnense, which at 
present simply purchases neutrality and results in 
no actua! benefit to any line, as all the roads west 
of Chicago which compete with each other pay 
about the same amount to the scalpers. The com- 
missions paid to there men are enormous. On a 
ticket from this City to Kansas City they receive 
from $6 to $15. and this amoust, added to the rev- 
enue of the different companies, will prove a con- 
siderable item in the aggregate to be turned into 
the pool. I have not the least doubt that tne rule 
abolishing these commissions, passed by the com- 
mittee to-dav,can be enforced, and if it is now 
carried out, the committee will know how to disci- 
pline the roads whieh attempt to evade it.” 
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FIGHTING OVER A SMALL AMOUNT. 

A case involving a comparatively small 
amount of money, but singularly prolific in litiga- 
tion, has just been decided by Justice Donohue, of 
of the Supreme Court. In April. 1881, an action 
was brought by the Home Insurance Company of 


this City for the foreclosure of a mortgage on 
property em¥#raciag the premises of the old Dun- 
ham piano factory. One month later judgment 
was rendered forthe plaintiffs and the property 
was sold The sale realized envugh to pay off 
the mortgage and costs and leave besides 
a surplus of $17.000, which was deposited with the 
City Chamberlain, Soon afterward numerous 
claims against this talance were filed, among 
which was one made by a Toronto (Canada) cap- 
italist for $15,000 on a bond and mortgage note 
made by the Dunhams in October, 1874. The claims 
were so ijany and conflicting that in May, 1881, W. 
A. Boyd was uppointed Referee to decide upon 
their legality and priority. The attorneys for the 
Dunhams and the other defendants interposed the 
defense of usury against the mortgage for $15,000 
and also against another mortgage held by the 
same person for $3,150. The claim of the defend- 
ants, Ten Broeck and Van Orden, for costs in a 
rior suit was also dispuied. Testimony on the 
ssue of usury was heard, and on April 10, 1883, 
the Referee made a report holding the fif- 
teen-thousand-doliar mortga.e void. On July 
18 Justice Donohue confirmed the report. 
An appeal will be taken from this de- 
cision. In the pro eeding 11 different attorneys 
appeared for the different parties and over 20 
claims have been presented against the surplus. 
The question of the priority of the claims was 
pecu'iar and inieresting. ‘The litigation will prob- 
ably be long. and to the claimants wearlsome and 
expens ve. The expenses and fees wil! in all likell- 
hood amount to more than the entire surplus. ,

VERY RELUCTANT Tv BE REMOVED. 
When Edward G. Dumahaut, Chief Clerk of 
the Bureau of Inspection of Buildings, was notified 
some time ago by the Fire Commissioners that he 
would be removed unless he could give some satis- 
factory explanation of his action in permitting 


Johnu B. Haskin to make additions toa frame sta- 
tion at Fordham contrary tu the regulations of the 
department, he applied, through council, to Judge 
Ingraham for an injunction restraining the Com- 
missioners from taking any action in the matter, 
on the ground that they proposed to try him with- 
out permitting him to employ counsel. Judge In- 
graham granted an order, returnatle on the 2tth 
inst., directing the Commissioners to show cause 
why the benefit of counsel should not be per- 
mitted to Dumahaut. Counsel for the Com- 
missioners, upon affidavits showing that 
Dumahaut had not been denied the benefit of 
counsel, procured an order, returnable on the 23d 
inst., directing Dumabaut to sow cause why the 
first order should not be vacated. Argument was 
heard and Judge Ingraham was to have rendered 
his decision yesterday at 2o’clock. At that hour 
Fire Commissioners Van Cott and Purroy were at 
Fireman's Hall, in Mercer-street, ready to pro 
ceed with the trial. A few minutes later Mr. W. 
L. Findley, counsel for the board, informed the 
Commissioners that Judge Ingraham had left the 
bench forthe day without filing his decision, but 
that he would prohably file it during the afternoon 
or this morning in the clerk’s office. The trial 
was then adjourned until 1 o'clock this afternoon. 
The filing of the decision, Mr. Findley said, was a 
mere matter of form, as the representation, 
whether made intentionally or otherwise, that the 
Commissioners had refused to permit Dumahaut 
to appear by counsel was shown to be without 
foundation in fact.

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HOVEY’S LAST CHANCE. 
DONE WITH THE COURTS AND APPEALING TO 


THE GOVERNOR. 

Unless Gov. Cleveland gives hima respite 
Edward Hovey wilibe banged in the Tombs on 
Friday for the murder of bis sister-in-law. Fannie 
Vermilye. The General Term of the Supreme 
Court, Presiding Judge Noah Daves and Judges 
Braay and Cullen sitting, decided yesterday that 
Judge Donohue’s order, denying a motion fora 
new trial for Hovey on the ground of newly 
discovered evidence, was correct. Hovey’s 
case went before the General Term on two 


iseues, one as to whether Judge Donohue’s 
order was 3 yee and the other as to the suf- 
ficiency of the reasons presented on the applica- 
tlon for a new trial. Staite Senator Thomas F. 
Gracy and Mr. William F. Kintzing appeared for 
Hovey and Assistant District Attorneys Vincent 
and Brady for the people. The former arguea 
that the order of Judge Donohue was appealabie. 
as it involved a eu)stantial right of a person 
under sentence—the right to life —and 
the spirit of the law and the in- 
tention of the Legislature were to ex- 
tend rather than restrict the rights of defend- 
antsinc pital cases. The latter insisted that no 
order made after juagment in a capital case is an- 
pealable. Without deciding the question whether 
the order was appealable or not the General Term 
ordered the ot er issue to be argued. Senator 
Grady then madea long address, urging that if the 
jury had known that Hovey had been drunk for 
weeks and was adicted to the use of chloral, bro- 
mide of potassium, and other drugs. they would 
not have found him guilty of murder in the first 
degree, and that therefore evidence to that effect 
— be allowed to go before ajury at a new 
rial. 

The decision of the General Term was an- 
nounced by Presiding Judge Davis. He said that 
a majority of the members of the court were of 
the opinion that no order made after judgment in 
a@ capital case was appealahle, but that,as a hu- 
man life was involved, they did rot deem it 
proper to turn the matter out of court without 
inquiring into its merits. After having made such 
an inguiry, he said the court had arrived at the 
conviction that the evidence presented on the 
motion for a new trial was not properly newly 
discovered evidence, was cumulative, and not 
good reason for a new trial. They therefore affirmed 
the order of Judge Donohue. The order of affirm- 
ance having been entered, Mr. Kintzing filed a 
notice of appeal fromit. Last night he went to 
Albany, and will appear before the Governor to- 
day to plead fora respite until the matter can be 
decided by the Court of Appeals. 
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A BLOW FOR OSMOND TEARLE. 

A DECISION, WITH HEAVY ALIMONY FOR HIS 
WIFK. 

A decree of absolute divorce was granted to 
Mary Alice earle against George Tearle, better 
kuown by his stage name of Osmond Tearle, by 
Judge Cullen, in the Supreme Court, yesterday. 
The memorandum in which Judge Cullen an- 
nounced his decision in favor of Mrs. Tearle is as 
follows: “ The adultery of the defendant is con- 
clusively proved, and the contest between the par- 
ties shows the absence of collusion. The report of 


the referee will therefore be confirmed and a de- 
cree of divorce granted.” 

“ The serious contest is as to the only result of 
the proceeding which seems to h.ve terrors for the 
defendant—the amount which he may be adjudged 
to apply to the support of his wife and children. 
I think the evidence fairly establishes that the 
income of the defendant is from $8,000 to 
$9,000 a year, the resulcs of his professional labors. 
There is no proof that be has any accumulated 
property. Under the established rules governing 
the action of the courts in fixing the amount of all- 
mony, the wife is not to be limited to a bare sup- 
port, but the amount is to be determined bya 
consideration of the husband's ability to pay, 
and also his conduct in the controversy 
lending to the suit. The defendant's conduct en- 
titles him to no favor. Passing by his allusion to 
the hopelessness of plaintiff's success here, which 
I regard as a mere threat, hardly worthy of the at- 
tention bestowed upon it by the plaintiff's coun- 
sel, his letter to the plaintiff shows a deliberate 
purpose on his part to cast off his duties and obli- 
gations as a husband and fathcr. It is not the case 
of a man led by temptation or passion into a fault, 
but of one who, the responsibilities and associa- 
tions of bis marriage having proved uncongenial 
or irksome, dotermines to sever that relation that 
he may be free. It is true that this proceeding is 
pot punitive, but the court should see to it that the 
defendant does not profit pecuniarily by his 
wrong, and that he make a provision for his family 
equal to that which it is to be supposed they would 
have enjoyed had the defendant faithfully dis- 
charged bis duties tothem. lthink there should 
be awarded to the plaintiff an annual sum of 
$2.000, and $500 additional for the support of each 
of her childreu. Counsel fee to plaintiff, $400." 
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CONSIDERING SANITARY QUESTIONS. 

Commissioners Shaler and Johnson talked 
with Health Officer Smith about the cholera yes- 
terday at the meeting of the Board of Health, and 
it was decided that no extraordinary action was 
necessary at present; but officers of tne depart- 
ment will be urged to be extremely vigilant in de- 
tecting nuisances. Mr. F. H. Hamlin, Deputy Com- 
missioner of Public Works, sent a communication 
in regard to the booths erected for the Washington 


Market vendors. The sanitary authorities had 
asked that they be constructed so that the floor 
should be eight inches above the curb,to allow of a 
free flow of water underneath and the removal of 
refuse. Mr. Ilamlin says that a quarter of a mile 
of stalls bas been built, the floors are tight, and 
the ends of the floors rest on the curb so that 
water «an floor underneath. The steps to each 
stall are seven inches high. If the floors are to be 
raised ejgnt inches above the curb the steps will 
have to be 15 inches high. As at present construct- 
ed the street can be cleaned underneath the stalis 
The Commissioners decided not to tuke any ac- 
tion, but sanitary inspectors will watch the stalls 
closely, and if they cannot be cleaned underneath 
the occupants will be required to raise them or 
they will be torn down. 
WORK AMONG TIiK POOR CHILDREN. 

Mr. Elbridge T. Gerry. President of the So- 
ciety forthe Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
makes the following report of the work of that 
organization during the monthof June: The so- 
ciety has, at the request of the Police Justices of 
the City, investigated 137 cases, involving applica- 
tions for the commitment of 216 children to institu- 
tions, and as a result of these investigations only 85 


of the children were committed, the remaining 181 
being shown to be improper subjects. Under the 
existing per capita law, Mr. Gerry reporte that if 
these 131 children had been committed it would 
have entailed an illegal expense on the City of 
$13,100 during each year of their continu nce in 
in-tituti ns. The total number of complainta the 
society received up to July 1, 1883, was 11,953, The 
number of complaints during the month of June 
reeeived by the society was 281, of which 277 were 
investigated, and advice was given in4cases. The 
cases prosecuted by the society number 123, and 
resulted in 117 convictions. The children re ieved 
and sent to homes and institutions during June 
numbered 207, and 48 children were cared for in 
the society's recelying-rooms.

THE HUNTEI’s POINT NUISANCES. 


EFFECTIVE MEASURES THAT WILL AT LAST 


PUT AN END TO THEM. 

Officers and Inspectors of the State Board 
of Health were busy in Queens County yesterday 
serving orders, signed by Gov. Cleveland, on 82 
firms and corporations, directing them to abate 
the nuisances of vile smells which are created 
by their factories, and which threaten the healt® 
and life of the residents along Newtown Creek, 
from Hunter's Point toNewtown. The firms upon 
whom these orders were served are the proprie- 
tors of varnish and ink manufactories, buildings 
for the manufacture of fertilizers from animal 
bodies, and excavating companies which ' have 
been dumping night-soil in vacant lots adjoining 


populous tenements. The stench from these dif- 
ferent sources has been a subject of compisint 
for the citizens of Queens County for vears, and 
hv wtown Creek, by reason of the filth whieh 
has been allowed to drain into it from 
these establishments. has been converted into 
a disease-breeding stream. Several attempts 
bave been made to abate the nuisances, 
but up to the present time they have proved in- 
effectual, principally because they have been made 
in so public a manner that the persons responsible 
for the nuisances had notice of coming trouble in 
time to prepare for the strike, and when the Gov- 
ernor was ready to take action the cause for com- 
plaint was found to be temporarily abolished. 
‘This was the case in 1881, when, on the petition of 
& number of citizens of Hunter's Point, the State 
Board made an investigation of the nuisanees. 
‘The investization ws public, many witnesses were 
called, and their testimony was published at 
length in the newspapers. When the board re- 
ported, Gov. Cornell made a proclamation stating 
the law and commanding the abatement of the 
nuisances. But the offenders had been forewarned, 
and while the investigation was in progress they 
had taken measures to do away with all evidences 
of any nuisance whatever. The result was that 
the proclamation, which was addressed not to in- 
dividual firms, but to “ whom it may concern,” fell 
flat, and as soon as the excitement had subsided 
the stench-breeding factories were in full blast 
again, spreading disease and death all around them. 

The proceedings this year were taken very 
quietly, and until yesterday, when tke orders of the 
Governor were served upon them, it is probable 
that not one of the firms implicated as sustaining 
a public nuisance knew that any investigation of 
their business was being made. On June 9 Alfred 
C. Chapin, of this City, attorney for the Long Isl- 
and Railroad Company. presented to Gov. Cieve- 
land a petition of a few residents of Queens Coun- 
ty, reciting the fact that Newtown Creek was 
lined with factories from which insufferably offen- 
sive stenches constantly arose, which were dan- 
gerous to life, and asking for an abatementof the 
nuisances. ‘he Governor was asked to keep the 
matter very quiet, as it was designed, if possible, 
to take the firms and vompanies by surprise and 
strike a death blow to their offensive business. The 
subject was at once referred to the State Board of 
Health, which, instead of beginning a public 
investigation, as in 1881, and thus putting the im- 
plicated parties on their guard, quietly senta num- 
ber of experts to Hunter’s Point and Newtown to 
examine into the complaints. The result of the 
investigation was that the experts, after nearly a 
month’s labor, reported 82 places as public nui- 
sances, the State Board of Health made a long and 
elaborate report tothe Governor recommending 
the abatement of these nuisances, and last Friday 
Gov. Cieveland signed an order directing the firms 
engaged in the business complained of either to re- 
move their factories altogether or to take proper 
measures to prevent the stenches complained of in 
the petition of the citizens. The six fertilizing es- 
tablishments, which manufacture a fertilizer from 
animal matter, and keep decaying animal matter 
stored on their premises, are ordered either to use 
no animal m«tter in their business or to abate the 
nuisance by removing altogether. The firms en- 
gaged in this business, upon whom ths orders were 
served yesterday, are the following: Reed & Cu., 
C. Meyer. John Briggs, George W. Baker, Henry 
Elkin, and the Preston Fertilizing Company. 
These establishments are given one week to obey 
the order. 

The foll wing are allowed from one to three 
weeks to provide proper apparatus for condensing 
and burning the gases and vapors created in their 
business: Peter McArdle, Simon Steinfels, John 
& C. Muller & Co., Henry Beran, Emil Coman & 
Co., the New-York Oil and Varnish Works, man- 
aged by J. M. Gill & Co.; T. V. Lines, Mayer & 
Lowenstein, James McGuiness, Pratt & Lambert, 
Seeley Brothers, Edward Smith & Co., Walter 
Bowneg, Bonne!l & Valentine, H. D. Wade & Co., 
and the W. D. Wilson Printing Ink Company, 
(limited.) The order to George Ackerman, Benja- 
min Rosenzweiz. Kirchman & Sons, Frederick Hoff- 
ner, and John Kehoeis to provide covers for the 
kettles in which their offensive materials are boiled. 
The Brooklyn Excavating Company is forbidden 
to pursue its course of depositing night soil on 
open lots adjoining residences in Newtown; the 
Eastern Distillery Company |: ordered to remove Its 
mash every 24 hours during June, July, August, 
and September: the Long Island Railroad Cum- 
pany is forbidden to allow open cars filled with ma- 
nure to stand on the tracks longer than is neces- 
sary to load them, orto side-track them within a 
mile of any passenger station between Long Island 
City and Jamaica, and E. R. & R. B, Livermore, ink 
manufacturers, and J. Barnett & Co. are ordered 
to prevent their crainage from escaping to the 
meadows adjoining the'r shops. 

The serving of these orders on the persons inter- 
ested yesterday and last night was a surprise to 
those receiving them, as extraordinary precau- 
tions had been taken to prevent any knowledge of 
the proposed action of the State Board of Health 
from bei.g made public until everything was 
ready for the grand blow to fall. Gov. Cleveland's 
action is by authority of section 8, chapter 322, of 
the Laws of 1880, and the penalty for neglecting to 
obey the order Is a fine o! not more than $1,000, im- 
prisonment in the County Jail for not more than 
one year, or both fine and imprisonment. Inspec- 
tors and officers of the State Board of Healvh have 
been detailed to watch the nuisances, and see that 
the orders are executed, and the penalty will be 
promptly imposed on any one of the firms which 
fails to obey within the time specified in the or- 
ders. This action promises to purify the atmos- 
phere of Long Island City and Newtown, but until 
asimilar proceeding is taken by Health Commis- 
sioner Raymond against the nuisances in the Eight- 
eentn Ward of Brooklyn, Newtown Creek will 
continue to reek with filth and corruption.

ANTI-MACHINE REPUBLICANS. 


OPINIONS OF THE PROPOSED REORGANIZA- 
TION OF THE PARTY. 

The Executive Committee of the Anti-Ma- 
chine Republican General Committee filled the old 
quarters of the Garfield Club, No. 173 East Thirty- 
third-street, last evening, and its members ex- 
pressed themselves pretty plainly on the new 
scheme for the reorganization of the party in this 
City. Mr. Jonn D. Ottiwell started the ball rolling 
by offering a copy of the proposed reorganization 
circular, to which were appended appropria‘e 
comments. He said that “the machine organiza- 


tion of this City haviug been repudiated by the 
genuine Kepublicans, pow endeavor to still 
further impose themelves upon the _ people 
and announce that they will make & 
re-enrollment of Republicans. For this pur- 
pose a committee of 18 is appointed by the Gen- 
eral Committee. It will be noticed,” he said, 
“that 14 out of the 18 members of the committee 
are machine men, and active members of the ma- 
chine organization. Among them are Bliss, Big- 
lin, O’Brien, Cregan, Burns, and Raymond.” Jehn 
Beatty said he was convinced that the masses 
of the Republican Party were not in favor of the 
district leaders. They had been led by the 
‘*Burneys and the Mikes and the Johnnies, who 
had been doingthe work and crediting it to the 
Republican Party. These s«me Barneys and 
Mikes were now putting themselves forward to 
control =the State Convention. Referring 
to the enrollment, he said the committee 
had assigned to the Seventeenth Dis- 
trict. as an examrle, three nights, from 
7to100'clock. In one night only 150 men conid 
be enrolled by the most rapid kind oi work. That 
would be only 450 or at best 500 names enrolled in 
the three nights, How then could the whole ais- 
trict expect to be enrolled? The only _per- 
sons who might be expected to _ obtain 
that privileze were the machine Repubii- 
cans, TsE NEw-YoRK Times, he said, saw 
through this scheme the moment it was [ois.ed 
upon the people, and it had “raised its powertul 
voice arainst ir.” It meant simply a vew manner 
of * perpetuating the power of the Bizlins, and the 
Creguns, and ths Raymonds,” who had been the 
sources of ; ast “deals” io the Republican Party 
in this City. Benjamin F. Manierre, Col, Ellison, 
and Christorher Puliman, the Chairman, al-o 
made speeches, condemning the movement. 
A committee, con fisting of Messrs. Pullman, Ma- 
nierre, Beatty. P. J. Stuyvesant, and Ottiweli, was 
appointed to elaborate the scheme p'esented by 
Mr. Ottiwell and place it before the Republicans of 
this City. 
FERLING THH DEMOCRATIC MUSCLFS, 
The sub-committee of the County Democra- 
cy inquiring into the organization and'strength‘of 
the party in the various election districts, in prep- 


aration for the primary elections for members of 
the Democratic State Committe, met lust even- 
ing at No. 1 Union-Square. Reports were re- 
ceived from the Thirteenth and Fifteenth As- 
sembly Districts stating that the organization 
in their election districts was good, that is, that 
each had a chairman and Secretary elected 
in due form and a_ sufficient tumber 
of metbers on the roils to place the organization 
in good working order. Reports were also re- 
ceived from the Fourteenth and Sixteenth Dis- 
tricts, in which the organization of the districts 
was stated to be fair. but more time was asked, 
and the consideration of these reports was ad- 
journed until next Monday. The sub-committee 
will probably not end its labors until the first 
week in August, when it will be prepared to make 
a report. which will finally be submitted to tne 
County Committee.
